NEW YORK, March 10—With the 
Dickstein Bill reported favorably out of 
the House Committee on Immigration, 
oppesiticn to it is crystallizing more 
and more.

But it is in the Senate, ac- 
cording to predictions, that the big 
fight will be waged, and it is for that 
battle that the bill’s opponents are 
gathering together their forces. Even 
if the Senate acts favorably there is still 
a chance of a Presidential veto, which 
has been rumored in film circles.

Effect of General Code Meetings 
On Show Biz Not Figured Out Yet 


WASHINGTON, March 10—Concrete 
Tesults from the viewpoint of indoor 
amusements—theaters, legit, burlesque, 
cinema and vaudeville. night spots, 
music, radio, opera, orchestra, etc— 
growing out of code conferences just 
concluded here, following call by Ad- 
ministrator Hugh 8. Johnson, are as 
rather hard to specify, as formal action 
by the administrator in the carrying out 
of such suggested improvements is yet 
to take place. General Johnson prepared 
as the first step to have named a small 
group of advisers whose duty it shal) be 
to co-operate with him in making NRA 
@ more definite factor in industry than 
heretofore. 


It is possible, however, to articipate 
that some of the results of the code 
conferences may be expected to affect 
not only units of the indoor amusement 
industry but also the personnel of labor. 
While members of code authorities for 
indoor amusements were in Washington 
in considerable numbers for the con- 
ferences, and were in attendance at these 
gatherings, they preferred apparently to 
listen, but not to take an active part 
in discussions. Meetings of the code 
authority for the broadcasting industry 
were being held here this week, and this 
made it possible for authority members 
to sit on the conferences. 


Following adjournment of conferences, 
and as requested hy General Johnson, 
permanent committees of 12 persons 
each te co-operate with NRA in enforc- 
ing provisions of codes were appointed, 
Tespectively, for so-called capital goods 
or heavy industries and consumers’ goods 
industries. An equal number of alter- 
nates were appointed elso. No repre- 
sentatives of amusement industries are 
noted among them.

The 
two committees met in New York last 
week and drew up a memorandum to 
present to the radio Code Authority, 
attacking the practice on the basis of 
unfair competition and also from the 
angle that it reduced employment in 
theslegit and picture fields. 


At the joint meeting of representatives 
of the three authorities here Wednesday, 
an attempt was made by films and legit 
to push thru a resolution prohibiting 
free broadcasts, but instead the question 
was referred for discussion to the radio 
Code Authority as a whole. The resolu- 
tion for the permanent joint com- 
mittees was passed and the first problem 
to come before them will, of course, be 
the free broadcasts. Representatives of 
the radio authority are now taking it up 
with the full authority body and it is

portance. With circus, carnival, tent 
rep. med shows, etc., traveling on rub- 
ber to an increasing extent, and with 
trucks and passenger cars absolute neces- 
sities in connection with fairs, ex- 
positions, rodeos, parks, pools, beaches, 
mountain resorts catering to the public, 
it 1s well to take stock with each re- 
curring spring season as to what in mod- 
ern roadways is in prospect for users. 
Highways continue to represent to cir- 
cus and carnival folk the need for the 
paying of extravagant license fees, with 
each new State entered all too often 
ignoring license tags issued in other 
States. While activity to the end uni- 
form licenses be issued that the com- 
mercial motorist may be relieved from 
some of the excess charges continues, 
progress to the extent desired has not 
yet been made in this connection. Long 
suffering from such ills, however, has 
caused these traveling showfolk to grin 
and bear it, meanwhile horing that 
some sweet day relief from such over- 
taxation may come.

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BURLY GETS CLOSED SHOP 


BAA Wins Standard Contract for 
Members With NBAA Operators 


Sets basic agreement with employers’ organization to run 
to September 1, 1935—includes many improvements 
in working conditions—chorus is also aided

NEW YORK, March 12.—The Burlesque Artists’ Association, burly performers’ 
union affiliated with the American Federaticn of Labor, has been granted a closed 
shop by the employers’ group, the National Burlesque Association of America. Or- 
ganized only last spring and winning an AFL charter a couple of months ago, the 
new union has not only won an agreement that NBAA operators will employ only 


BAA members, but has also won a standard contract. 


Highlights of the standard 


contract are: Chorus girls get a minimum of $21 a week in stock and $23.50 on 


the road; whereas the pending burly 
code sets the minimums at $20 in stock 
and $22.50 on the road. 


Beginning September 1, 1934, chorus 
and principals get one-fourteenth extra 
pay for midnight shows, except in six- 
day towns, where there is no traveling 
or rehearsals. No rehearsals allowed the 
seventh day in six-day towns. 

Fifteen hours of rehearsal set as the 
Maximum. All rehearsals must end be- 
fore 2 a.m., except for one general re- 
hearsal a week, when 3 a.m. is permitted. 

The cast is guaranteed a minimum of 
two weeks’ work, except in New York 
City, where one week is permitted. 

No cancellation permitted during re- 
hearsals. Once contracted for, a per- 
former gets two weeks’ work or pay. 


The chorus is entitled to a maximum 
of 150 pounds of baggage and the prin- 
cipals to 200 pounds. 

The cast can draw one-half salary the 
last day of each week. The balance must 
be paid off within the following three 
days. 

The NBAA guarantees payoffs by its 
member operators. Operators not mem- 
bers of the NBAA must post two-week 
guarantee, cash or certified check, with 
the BAA. 

Employers must supply principals with 
character wardrobe and chorus girls with 
all stage wardrobe, including shoes and 
stockings. 

This agreement between the actors’ 
union and the operators’ association will 
tun until September 1, 1935. Meanwhile, 
machinery for arbitration has been set 
up for manager-actor disputes. 

Tom Phillips, president of the BAA, 
assisted by Attorney Abner J. Rubien, 
has been conducting the negotiations 
with the NBAA thru its president, I. H. 
Herk, and attorney, Paul Weintraub, the 
past few weeks. The closed-shop con- 
tract is expected to do much in wiping 
out the notorious abuses burly per- 
formers have been subjected to in the 
last few years.

Repre- 
sentatives of legit have already con- 
tacted picture people and others in an 
effort to present a united opposition. 

It is felt that the bill has small chance 
of passing at present, but none the less 
the amusement fields are taking no 
chances. An additional 10 per cent on 
admissions at this time, it is felt, would 
be the final straw. 


Elliott Carries Labor 
Code Fight to Washington 


HOLLYWOOD, March 10.—Wiiliam C. 
Elliott, international president of the 
IATSE, got tired of riding the Hollywood 
merry-go-round last night and departed 
for Washington, determined to carry his 
tight to Congress and President Roose- 
velt if necessary. 

With him Elliott is taking a complete 
resume of local labor code violations and 
@ report On all of the jurisdictional dis- 
putes which he will Jay before the labor 
committee of the House. 

Ellicott announced in Hollywood be- 
fore leaving that a complete expose 
would be made of every violation unless 
immediate attention was given to his 
report and demands. He plans to re- 
lease to the general press the complete 
details of one violation per day until 
such time as he can reach the President 
if the House refuses to «ct on his 
demands, 

Elliott's sudden departure from Holly- 
wood has caused the conference to con- 
sider the basic agreements with the 
Studios to be shifted to New York for a 
meeting on March 15. It is believed that 
that date will also be postponed be- 
cause of the absence cf several Holly- 
wood men who will insist on being in 
on the conferences.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 10.— The 
breach between Fanchon & Marco and 
Fox-West Coast was widened this week 
with the announcement by FPF. & M.

March 15. F-WC was first peeved at 
F. & M. when F. & M. took over the 
local Orpheum and started the presenta- 
tion of vaudeville in competition to the 
F-WC Warfield, which had been booked 
by F.& M. Asa result F. & M. canceled 
its stage shows at the Orpheum and 
concentrated cn straight film fare until 
a sudden shortage in feature films de- 
veloped. F. & M. attribute this shortage 
of first-run features to an action of 
F-WC, wherein the theater operators 
purchased rights to more pictures than 
they can play to shut off F. & M. 
opposition at the Orpheum. 

As a result F. & M. are again going 
in for outstanding flesh attractions at 
the Orpheum to keep the house open, 
end it is rumored a suit is being drafted 
against F-WC because of the shortage of 
first-run product. 

In_ reverting to flesh attractions 
Fanchon & Marco have tilted the ad- 
mission from 40 cents to 55 cents in 
defiance of a recent managerial agree- 
ment to keep admissions down to 40 
cents.:

Politically Minded Public Snubs 
Theaters for Lectures, Debates 


NEW YORK, March 10.—Showmen see 
a new threat to the box office in the 
increasing number Of indoor political 
demonstrations, heavily exploited de- 
bates, forums, etc. Wednesday, for ex- 
ample, the “Civilization Against Hitler- 
ism” trial drew 21,000, who paid 50 cents 
to $3 and packed Madison Square Gar- 
den. Carnegie Hall was packed to over- 
flowing Sunday with a meeting on the 
Austrian sitvation. A week ago yester- 
day the Huey Long-Norman Thomas 
debate drew heavily at Mecca Temple. 
Despite its being exploited like a circus, 
however, it lost dough. and Long ac- 
cepted $80 for traveling expense instead 
of the $500 guaranteed. 

Reflecting the remarkable public in- 
terest in political and economic affairs, 
these meetings here and in most of the 
larger cities are drawing big crowds and 


are definitely cutting in on theatergoing 
and the radio audience. In this city, for 
example, downtown houses definitely felt 
a business drop the evenings of the Hit- 
ler meeting in the Garden and a few 
months back the packed Rev. Charles 
Coughlin meeting in the Hippodrome. 

Altho, regarded from a broad view- 
point, this public interest may be good 
for the country, it is not so hot for 
show business, which has always thrived 
on giving pure and simple entertain- 
ment. ” 

Films and legit have made earnest ef- 
forts to cash in on this new public at- 
titude. Both have increased the number 
of productions with a sociological view- 
point and have sought to dramatize cvr- 
rent affairs. It is realized that where- 
as discussions reach only the intellectual 
class, films and the Grama can draw 
the masses.

CHICAGO, March 10.—With Loop legit 
shows down to three and prospects for 
others coming in extremely uncertain, 
Chicago theatergoers have little to look 
forward to for the balance of the season. 
There is talk of various stock company 
projects, but plans for these are nebu- 
lous and {t is unlikely that any of them 
will get very far. 

The Shubert stock project appears 
most likely to “jell,” but even it may 
peter out unless greater interest is 
shown in it by the public than is evi- 
dent at the present time. Ten-Minute 
Alibi, which the Shuberts moved from 
the Erlanger to the Selwyn, hasn't set 
the world on fire at the latter house. 
Business at $1.50 top has been good but 
by no means capacity and it looks as if 
the three-week engagement will be no 
mere than fairly successful. [If this 
bappens it may cause changes in the 
plans of the Shuberts to install a stock 
company. Meanwhile other talk of 
stocks apparently means little, 

Randall Productions, Inc., has an- 
nounced that Elizabeth Sleeps Out, 
which registered its 50th performance 
last Saturday, will end its engagement 
at the Studebaker March 31. So far 
nothing is definitely set to follow it. 
The Curtain Rises, at the Cort, con- 
tinues to attract rufficient business to 
get by nicely and no closing date has 
been se*. No announcement has yet 
been made as to what the next American 
Theater Society play will be. 


Chi Film Companies 
Fight Mob Scene Ban 


CHICAGO, March 10. — M. 
Herbel, president of the Chicago Film 
Board of Trade, announced today that 
newsreel companies are going to fight 
the order of Mayor Kelly banning mob 
scenes from newsreels. No reels showing 
such scenes are now available for im- 
mediate showing here, but whenever one 
is released here it will be shown, Herbel 
said, despite threats of arrest. 

The mayor’s order was issued several 
days ago when reels showing riotous 
scenes in Vienna were to have been 
shown. Herbel expressed the opinion 
that there is no more reason why a film 
news picture should be censored than 
for a newspaper showing similar scenes 
to be similarly treated.

Accuses Loew

Charges Loew with coerc- 
ing union employees — 
confers to avoid strike

NEW YORK, March 10.—Local 118 of 
the new theater workers’ union clashed 
with the Loew Circuit this week and, 
at this writing, there is the possibility 
of a strike. Charles C. Levey, union 
head, is now in conference with Charles 
C. Moskowitz, general manager of Loew, 
and they are trying to iron out dif- 
ferences already aired in hearings before 
the Regional Labor Board this week. 

The union claims Loew is coercing its 
employees into resigning from the union. 
Levey alleges 22 employees suddenly 
resigned from the union last week, their 
letters of resignation being typed on 
the same stationery and in the same 
form and being mailed simultaneously. 
Levey claims the same employees then 
wrote by registered mail that the execu- 
tives of the circuit had forced their 
action. Ben Golden, secretary of the 
Regional Labor Board, summoned Mos- 
kowitz and David Bernstein, Loew vice- 
president, to his office Thursday morn- 
ing for a conference. 

Levey has filed 75 affidavits with 
Golden, charging Loew with “intimida- 
tion” in violation of Section 7A of NIRA, 
Meanwhile, the union is threatening a 
strike against a circuit of 12 Brooklyn 
neighborhood houses, also charging co- 
ercion. 


THOMAS WILKES announces that he 
is getting back into the production 
game, with a show due to start shortly.

Richmond-Mayer-MDS 
Suit in Second Week 


NEW YORK, March 12.—The sixth 
trial day of the anti-trust action for 
triple damages totaling %1,000,000. 
brought by the Richmond-Mayer Music 
Corporation against the Music Dealers’ 
Service, Inc., and a score of leading 


‘music publishers who are members of 


the MDS, found Max Mayer, the head of 
Richmond-Mayer, still on the stand 
after two days. 


The trial got under way on Tuesday, 
the first witness called being Maurice 
Richmond, president of MDS and for- 
merly connected with Richmond-Mayer, 
who was questioned by David Podell, of 
counsel for Mayer. Richmond téld of 
the formation of MDS and was on the 
stand for two days, followed by John 
G. Paine, chairman of the board of the 
Music Publishers’ Protective Association, 
who is also a defendant. Paine, who 1s 
an attorney himself, answered technical 
trade questions. 


Mayer went on the stand Saturday 
and today and told of going around to 
the various publishers seeking special 
discounts and trying to do business with 
them direct. Most of the publishers re- 
fused to deal with him, altho it was 
brought out that he did receive a spe- 
sial discount from one publisher, and 
from another he received an allowance 
cn returns. In the opinion of the de- 
fense, this admission somewhat weak- 
ened his testimony. Mayer also said 
that many of the publishers thought 
they would sell more stuff if they did 
not belong to the MDS. 

The trial is expected to continue in 
Federal Court before Judge ck 


Bryan and the jury for at least another 
week or 10 days. 

An unofficial report was to the e*fect 
that the Warner Brothers, who own three 
subsidiary music companies, Witmark, 
Harms and Remick, offered to settle 
their share with Richmond-Mayer. This 
was said to have been done to avoid hav- 
ing its official spend much time in 
court. Nothing in connection with the 
reported settlement was brought out at 
the trial, however. 

The entire who’s who in tin-pan alley 
Was present at the trial, including all 
of the 20 leading publishers who are 
defendants. 

Gilbert & Gilbert are attorneys for the 
defense, and Irwin Edelman and David 
Pedell are appearing for Richmond- 
Maver. 

The MDS was formed in the fall of 
1932 as a central shipping and jobbing 
music bureau for the publishers.

Musicians’ Mass Meeting Monday 


May Unravel Tangled Situation 


NEW YORK, March 10.—If, as is ex- 
pected, the vote for “local autonomy” 
is in an overwhelming majority at the 
all-day meeting Monday in Iocal 802 
headquarters, then the entire matter 
rests upon the heads of execs of 802, 
and what will come after that is any- 
one’s guess. It is Judge Charles A. Ober- 
wager’s guess that Edward Canavan, 
president of 802, will relinquish things 
to the majority and permit a general 
election of officers, which in such a case 
would include Canavan as president. It 
is a tangled affair, this revolution at 
802, end as a matter of fact the change 
is doubted very much, even in the inner- 
most channels of rebellion. 

Canavan stated today that if the ma- 
jority proved to want “local autonomy” 


the whole case must be presented to 
the international. Joseph N. Weber, 
president of the AFM, its definitely op- 
posed to “local autonomy.” The rebels 
have.the reprisal of court order and the 
appointment of @ receiver for Local 892, 
but this plan of action has dropped re- 
cently to merely a hypodermic idea, as 
inwardly they feel that the courts will 
not uphcld them. 

A leaflet was thrown around to 15,900 
musicians this week. It was a 5,C00- 
word folder entitled Attention, some in- 
teresting jacts ycu should knoe before 
you vote on the local autcnomy questicn. 
It hammers zeway at George Brenner, 
one of the emergency council of the 
musicians, and ts fiippant in language. 


Bellows Outlines Radio’s Views 


At Communications Bill Hearing 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—Pledging 
entire support for the President as to 
changes suggested by him in his recent 
message regarding the placing of com- 
munications under one federal commis- 
sion and agreeing to such changes as 
would result in the abolishing entirely 
of the Federal Radio Commission, but 
urging that for the purpose of bringing 
about constructive changes as to radio 
and radio broadcasting as contemplated 
by the President, as the broadcasting 
industry understands his position, and 
the retention of the present law as to 
broadcasting intact, Henry A. Bellows, 
for NAB, submitted views of the indus- 
try in detail at hearings by the Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce on 
S. 2910, introduced by Senator C. C. 
Dill, of Washington. 

In taking this position, Bellows out- 
lined the general attitude of the in- 
dustry somewhat as follows: That it 
understood President Roosevelt to mean 
that im creating a new agency to be 
known as the “Federal Communications 
Commission,” this commission should 
assume all authority now lying with 
the radio and the Interstate Commerce 
commissions for the control of com- 
munications and that additional legis- 
lation on the subject is expressly advised 
to be reserved to the next session of 
Congress after the commission has had 
an opportunity for investigation and 
study. Language of the President’s 
communication in this connection was 
quoted by Bellows. 

Instead, it was asserted by him, 


Senator Dill’s bill had gone far beyond 
these premises and provided for several 
Grastic changes, including repeal of the 
“Radio Act of 1927.” In protesting this 
repeal, the broadcasters’ representative 
said: “The President’s message does not 
even suggest any such drastic action, 
nor does there appear to be any instant 
necessity which warrants it.” Provisions 
of the bill by Senator Dill, it was con- 
tended, would take away the surest 
legal guide for the proposed new agency 
of control and confronts it with a radio 
law differing in many and important 
respects from the one now in effect.

NEW YORK, March 10.—What appears to be an attempt to wreck the National 
Association of Theatrical Artists’ Representatives is a move to organize another 
agents’ association, the new one to be confined exclusively to Loew agents. The 
first meeting, which will be an organization meeting, will be held Monday evening 
in the studio offices of Maurice Golden in the Bond Building. Loew agents were 
organized up until about five years ago, but strictly as a social and benevolent :out- 


fit. This new organization plans to 
will pick up the social and benev t 
aims, it will, however, prepare a code 
also. This will be a code of practices 
and will concern the agents themselves. 
The general agents’ org has a code also. 
Alse, the Loew agents’ group is said to 
have in mind the ruling that those of 
its membership cannot belong to NATAR. 
The booking office has not made any 
statement about this planned organiza- 
tion, but condoned it before when it 
was a social and benevolent organiza- 


tion. 

The plan to organize the Loew agents 
comes after the open warfare between 
NATAR and the William Morris Agency, 
the latter the biggest outfit on the Loew 
floor. Another point that appears to 
have brought this about is that NATAR 
approves of its members being allowed 
to sell anywhere and everywhere, which 
would eliminate the franchise idea. This, 
therefore, is not to the liking of Loew 
agents, about 22 being franchised, as 
they have an open field.

NEW YORK, March 12.—No revision ts 
to be made in the vaude sec- 
tion of the Motion Picture Industry 
Code, according to reports emanating 
from NRA circles. Division Admuinis- 
trator Sol A. Rosenblatt has had a 200- 
page report on vaude, prepared by a spe- 
Cial committee at his request, for two 
weeks, but up until today has made no 
comment. It is hoped that he will make 
some statement about this on Monday 
when he meets with the Code Authority 

at 2 o'clock. 

The attitude of the government is in 
favor of labor, with shorter hours and 
higher wages be requested by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. condition would 
make it impossible for Rosenblatt to 
suggest any of the requested reyisions 
as they are contrary to this trend and 
therefore might subject Rosenblatt to 
embarrassment. It is possible that Ro- 
senblatt might make some statement for 
a bettering of conditions in vaude and 
stay away from any angles which would 
work against labor.

DETROIT, March 10.— All 
agencies placing acts in Michigan 
hereafter be required to comply with the 
laws of the State affecting local agencies, 
according to a warning issued this week 
by Claude S. Carney, superintendent of 
Private Employment Bureaus. The es- 
sential -provisions of the law are the 
payment of an annual license fee of 
$200 and the posting of a $1,000 bond. 

Heretofore this applied only to 
agencies located in Michigan, but those 
located Outside the State, yet sending 
acts to Michigan theaters, night clubs, 
cafes, parks and fairs had been able to 
function without a license. A warning 
to fair secretaries was made this week, 
and another will be made soon to thea- 
ter managers and cafe and garden opera- 
tors, according to John Marolf, assistant 
superintendent, in direct charge of 
enforcing the law. 


The fact that many acts have been 
stranded here in recent months is the 
immediate cause for the new action. 
Literally hundreds have been brought to 
this town with an initial engagement 
that looked like good money. When 
this date was finished the agency was 
cut of the picture and frequently the 
act was without funds. The local situa- 
tion has been cleared up well in the last 
three months thru vigorous enforcement 
of the license laws, but acts are still 
being brought in by out-of-State book- 
ers, Marolf says, and left here without 
funds. The $1,000 bond is a 
for the actor. 

Local offices feel that this move is 
giving them their first real protection in 
years. The standing complaint has been 
that any local office had to pay a high 
license fee, while an out-of-State agent

He said he would read 
the proposed agents’ code over the week- 
end and added that he would co-operate 
with the agents. Licenses are renewed 
annually May 1, he explained, and offered 
to permit all new licenses to begin with 
the new period. 

During a question period, Moss ex- 
plained further that each office must be 
licensed, altho associates operating un- 
der the office head’s license need not be 
licensed. He said the agency law does 
not limit an agent’s commission and 
that his department will not try to do 
so unless it became an evil. As for con- 
tract responsibility, he said an “employ- 
ment agency's responsibility ceases when 
the contract is made” and that, in case 
the employer doesn’t pay off an act, the 
agent loses only his commission. He 
urged agents not to sell to the em- 
ployers who don’t pay off.

It’s a funny kind of show business. 
Here’s the Palace holding over its pix, 
It Happened One Night, but changing 
its vaude layout. Probably due to the 
unavailability of a good pix, but it’s a 
tough b.-o. gamble. Should do a good 
trade over the week-end, but the middle 
of the week will probably be dog-days. 
The vaude layout is not the usual five- 
act layout, but is a unit, Connie’s Hot 
Chocolates of 1934. Runs an even hour, 
and is a fair show. 


This unit is unlike most colored vehi- 
cles for it doesn’t go in extensively for 
the hotcha, hey-nonny-nonny and like 
stuff of the Harlem folks. Is kind of 
highbrow, the ork working plenty of 
string, the chorus doing de luxe rou- 
tines, and among the specialties are an 
Fili, Eili singer. A lot of repetition in the 
unit and for the most time it runs too 
slow and tiring. The last 25 minutes 
are of considerable help. 


The standouts among the principals 
are “‘Peg Leg” Bates, the Gobs and Avis 
Andrews: And it was these three spe- 
ciglists Which came in the last 25 min- 
utes of the show. Bates does unusual 
dancing despite his physical handicap, 
and it was for ability and not out of 
sympathy that he got all that applause. 
The Gobs danced, sang and clowned 
théir way into a load of applause, and 
are three boys who have a wealth of 
talent and personality. Use a fourth 
boy, a drummer, in their finishing bit. 
Miss Andrews hes class gaiore, and is @ 
soprano of cultured voice and perfect 
delivery.

Then there’s Radcliffe and Rogers, 
who go over okeh with their familiar 
plano-pulling act, an abundance of gab, 
and Frank’s falsetto singing. Audience 
gave out with some laughs, but wasn’t 
all there on the mitting. Lucky Seven 
Trio, boy hoofers, fare well. They are 
neat hoofers and real personality boys, 
but their singing sessions look like too 
much stalling. Baby Cox’s specialty is 
leading the chorus numbers with the 
usual in Harlem sOng-dance stuff.

He 
thought an employment agency license 
hanging in an attorney's office woulk do 
so much harm that attorneys might 
find it advisable to drop the practice. 

Moss mentioned that his department 
handled 51,000 licenses covering in- 
dustries last year and that only 38 
licenses covered theatrical offices. He 
said since the drive on agents bean,

plied. 

Meanwhile, Moss has been conferring 
with the Entertainment Managers’ 4sso- 
ciation, an organization of privatejen- 
tertainment bookers. They are §not 
licensed and have always claimed exemp- 
tion because they book net and don't 
charge talent any commission. Moss 
contends that the profit they make in 
booking shows really is the commission 
and that this makes them employment 
agencies. The EMA, meanwhile, has noti- 
fied Moss that its members would be glad 
to accept licensing and suggested that 
the license fee be made high so that 
the office-in-hat chiselers are driven out. 
The EMA claims there are about 500 
private entertainment bookers in the 
city and that the large portion dom- 
prises actors and laymen who book as @ 
side line. .

NEW YORK, March 12.—Both the National Broadcasting Company and 


the Columbia Broadcasting System are planning to inaugurate a complete ¢ 


lec- 


trical transcription service and cffer select indie stations around the country 
national representation by establishing bureaus which will act as represepta- 


tives, selling time and producing programs for spot broadcasting, of the 


network caliber. 

Following a meeting of NBC officials 
last Wednesday, it was decided to inform 
the trade anent the new service upon 
the arrival from the Coast of R. C. Pat- 


-terson Jr., executive vice-president. Pat- 


terson is expected back today or early 
thas week. On April 1 a letter will prob- 
ably go out to a selected group of indie 
staticns informing them of the new 
service. Up to time of going to press 
no official statement is forthcoming 
from either NBC or CBS, the latter being 
quite non-committal, altho it is under- 
stood the chain naturally fell in with 
the NBC idea despite the fact that each 
organization worked its plan out inde- 
pendently. 

NBC it has always served na- 
tional advertisers since its inception in 
1926, and in 1932 it established the NBC 
Local Service Bureau, which has since 
acted as representative for stations un- 
der NBC management. Upon this co- 
ordinated service for local and sectional 
advertisers, NBC virtually is founding its 
new service and will point out that the 
matter of going into the electrical 
transcription business is not new ex- 
cepting to such stations as are not now 
affiliated with NBC. Stations managed 
by NBC have had such service before 
and the experimentation and study of 
nearly three years in connection with 
local representation will now stand the 
new service in good stead. The establish- 
ment of complete electrical transcription 
facilities rounds out this service and will 
permit the extention of NBC spot broad- 
casting thru indie outlets as well as 
associated stations. 


Advertisers’ Necessity 

It is readily admitted that sponsors, 
strongly intrenched in certain localities, 
are not in a position to use network 
facilities thru one reason or another. 
But they do have the need of quality 
programs similar to that of a network 
and the new NBC and CBS service will 
make available such excellent talent for 
more spot broadcasting than ever before. 
By supplementing the various network 
programs with selected spot broadcasting 
of the same program via ET, it is not 
only expected to give the advertiser 
more complete coverage, but bring out 
a station’s full advertising value; a value 
not heretofore brought out because of 
non-network affiliation. 

NBC plans to utilize its Local Service 
bureaus in New York, Chicago and San 
Francisco. It is presumed that the sta- 
tion relations heads of both the large 
chains will now have a bigger job on 
thetr hands than ever before and will 
probably branch out with more help. 


RCA Victor Aided 


Insofar as NBC is concerned, its af- 
fiiated organization, RCA Victor Com- 
pany, which is in the record business, 
now stands to grab off many new ac- 
counts. To date NBC has refused to al- 
low an advertiser to pipe his program 
from NBC studies to any recording 
laboratory other than RCA Victor. 

The Benton & Bowles Agency, which 
makes disks of its Maxwell House Coffee 
Showboat programs for distribution to 
spot broadcast outlets, was refused a wire 
to Sound Studios, Inc., so that the reg- 
ular Thursday night programs could be 
transcribed on disks. “We have no wires 
for Sound Studios.” was the NBC answer. 
“but we have one for RCA Victor Com- 
pany.” Agency then decided to record 
the programs at Sound Studios during 
rehearsals there.

BELLOWS OUTLINES—— 


posed new law would radically change 
present law, Bellows said that changes 
suggested which are neither few nor 
minor would do, among others these 
things: 

Rewrite the radio law before the new 
commission is even set up; under- 
mine the whole legal structure which 
seven years of work have painstakingly 
built up; convert an administrative 
commission wit) quasi-judicial function 
into a criminal court with wide powers 
of summary punishment; deny to the 
commission created the right of solving 
technical problems on the strength of 
technical evidence, and impose a serious 
and needless handicap on the new com- 
mission. 

Senator Dill and his committee will 
hear representatives of communications 
companies next week. Chairman Sam 
Rayburn. of the House committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce, will be- 
gin hearings of the communications 
commission measure before that commit- 
tee shortly, and still another radio bill 
by Representative Louis T. McFadden of 
Pennsylvania is scheduled for hearings 
to begin March 15. 

In asking the committee to strike 
from the bill those parts which would 
tend to bring about results referred to 
and decried by broadcasters’ representa- 
tives Bellows further cited specific ob- 
jections to provisions which, he said, 
would mean the denial under certain 
circumstances of any right of appeal to 
the courts from the new commission; 
to the danger, as he sees it, of changes 
touching purely technical matters, com- 
menting that “we also know that today’s 
answer to any technical question in 
radio may be proved wrong tomorrow 
morning”; to changes: as to quotas for 
250-watt stations; to changes under 
which the limit under present law of 
three years for broadcasting licenses 
and cne of five years for licenses of any 
other class would be reduced to one year 
and three years, respectively. 

Touching Section 312, based on Sec- 
tion 14 of the Radio Act, Bellows ciis- 
cussed what he termed “revocation of 
licenses without hearing”; in effect, in 
that 15 days’ notice instead of 30 is fixed, 
with no specific provision for a hearing 
and no provision for suspension of the 
revocation order until the case has been 
heard. Then he took up a change un- 
der which the status and functions of 
the administrative body would be 
changed thru authority or the fixing of 
a fine of not to exceed $1,000 by the 
commission for the station owner for 
each and every day during which the 
offense of operating following revocation 
occurs. As to public questiors, suck as 
the regulation of what may Or may not 
be spoken over the air, political discus- 
sions for example, it was urged that this 
whole question be left for the new com- 
mission to regulate and study, with sub- 
Sequent action by Congress if and when 
the commission recommends it. 

The right of appeal to the courts from 
orders of the commission, which Bellows 
Said was eliminated under the proposed 
bill, was taken up with the request this 
not be denied, and references made to 
provisions as to lotteries. Touching 
these, Bellows commented: “The broad- 
casters have never objected to this in 
principle, tho they do not whelly indorse 
this precise wording, as is clearly shown 
by the fact that we voluntarily included 
a similar provision in our own code of 
fair competition.”

This Newark outlet, covering the New 
York area and outlying points, combines 
with two other powerful indie stations 
for this particular program.

East and Middle West it is particu- 
larly desirable. Pebeco tooth paste joins 
the now swollen ranks of toilet accessory 
programs on the air and is out to offset 
competition with copy intended to prove 
the efficacy of Pebeco as against the 
“sweetened” products and plays up 
strongly an offer of a fur-trimmed coat 
or scarf valued at $200 as a weekly 
prize. A tieup with the I. J. Fox Com- 
peny, also a heavy ether advertiser, has 
been arranged so that it will supply 
the prizes. 


Talent on the weekly show is the Will 
Osborne Orchestra; Radie Harris, re- 
porter of Hollywood gossip, who also 
interviews a film star at each broadcast, 
and guest artists in Katherine Carring- 
ton and Milton Watson, w.-k. duo of the 
CBS air waves.

The at- 
mosphere of the home is one of the best 

Ss in the world, but it is not an 
atmosphere well suited to losing oneself 
in another universe, which 1s the essence 
of theatrical and cinematic enjoyment. 
Father's crossword puzzle and mother’s 
knitting do not somehow give the right 
background for the peculiar activities of 
the Macbeths; Hamlet’s  soliloquies 
hardly fit in with the comfortable 
actualities of everyday existence. But 
over even the least satisfactory theater 
or cinema there broods some kind of 
enchantment woven by the great ad- 
ventures which have from time to time 
taken place on its screen or stage. They 
will probably never lose their capacity 
for jnducing better than any other place 
that ‘willing suspension of disbelief’ 
which is the heart of all fictional 
entertainment.” 


We pick no quarrel with the general 
thought of this editorial. It has always 
been our sincere belief that, in spite of 
everything (and television), the play- 
house will continue, but to a lesser 
extent. Man’s natural gregarious in- 
stinct, that desire to mingle with his 
fellows, will take him to a _ general 
amusement center. But The Monitor’s 
editorializer seems never to have heard 
of radio, Radio, in the very heart of 
the home as much as the kitchen stove, 
has taken countless millions away from 
the drab, colorless routine of everyday 
life.

Current Season Keeps Same Level 


As Corresponding Period in Last

NEW YORK, March 10.—In spite of the fact that those shows which did get 
over have done greater business, on the whole, than in any season since the de- 
pression, the lineup of hits and failures so far this year is not so great an improve- 
ment as the New Deal adherents anticipated. The one hope for the current season 
is in the lowering of the usual number of springtime turks, which always Mises 
the percentage of failures considerably. If the budding brodies decrease in number, 
the current season will see a corresponding decrease in percentage of failures. So 


far this season, however, the percentage 
of failure in dramatic productions is pre- 
cisely what it was for the corresponding 
period of last year and the percentage in 
total productions (including musicals) 
just a fraction under the corresponding 


More plays have been produced this 
season than last, 95 having erupted up 
to today, whereas last year there were 
89 up to March 11. (Rep, limited en- 
gagements, etc., not figured.) Far fewer 
musicals, however, have raised the musi- 
cal percentage cf hits considerably, 
There have been but nine musicals this 
year, against 18 up to March 11 last 
season. Six of last year’s offerings 
deyeloped into hits, while this year there 
are five hits and one maybe. 

In the dramatic productions, last year 
saw 16 hits, while this year there are 
so far 15, with five maybes. Figuring 
that two of the doubtfuls will move on 
to hit classification, the percentage of 
failures each year stands at 82. The 
fina] percentage of dramatic failures last 
year, however, was 85, indicating that 
the spring floppos raised the total. That 
may be avoided this time. 

As for totals, last year up to March 11 
there were 107 commercial premieres 
(dramatic and musical), with 22 hits, 
making a percentage of failures of 79. 
This year up to today there have been 
104 commercial premieres, 20 hits and 6 
maybes. Figuring two of the doubtfuls 
as hits, the percentage of failure is just 
a fraction under Jast year’s 79. [ff 
more of the ‘doubtfuls come thru, how- 
ever, the percentage will be correspond- 
ingly changed.

Commodore Burr’s Naval Battle 
Suspends Hostilities for a Bit 


NEW YORK, March 10.—The members 
of the Sailor, Beware! Company, who 
turned in their notices en masse Mon- 
day night, don’t know yet whether or 
not they’ll carry on with the show, and 
the management, which wanted to re- 
duce salaries by 30 per cent, doesn’t yet 
know whether or not it will post closing 
notice as a result of the one-show ac- 
tors’ strike. 

The affair started Saturday when the 
management sugested the 30 per ,cent 
cut as a precaution against the drep of 
business during the dog days, and the 
cast turned it down. On Monday the 
management gave notice to three of the 
players, Paul Huber, Rod Maybee and 
Josephine Evans, and in retaliation the 
entire cast turned in notices with the 
exception of the three leading players. 
Audrey Christie, Bruce Macfarlane and 
Edward Craven, who are on run-of-the- 
play contracts, 

The management, acting thru Charles 
Harris, company Manager, pooh-poohed 
the move, stating that members of the 
defunct Chicago company were in town, 
and that the play could be recast with 
them at a moment’s notice. None the 
less, Harris met with cast members and 


a representative of Equity in an effort to 
straighten things out, The three dis- 
charged players were taken back on, and 
the cast agreed to continue playing, 
pending the return from the South of 
the authors, Kenyon Nicholson and 
Charles Ro%inson, who wired the players 
asking them to carry on until they re- 
turned. Courtney Burr, the producer, is 
also in Florida. 

The cast insists, however, that no com- 
promise has been reached, and that they 
will still walk if the management insists 
on the reduction. The players claim that 
business does not warrant emergency 
measures. The management, on the 
other hand, states that the contemplated 
cut was not to go into effect until the 
approach of summer, and that the players, 
if they accepted it, would only be asked 
to go back to the levels of their original 
salaries. When the play opened and 
shaped up as a hit Burr, unsolicited, 
raised the pay of everybody in the com- 
pany, and it’s the rescinding of that un- 
solicited raise at which the players are 
now kicking.

Legit Hearing 
For March 28 


Postponed because of gen- 
eral conference — Farns- 
worth statement 


WASHINGTON, March 10. — Taking 
cegnizance of the fact much water has 
gone over the dam since last July, when 
the code of fair competition for the le- 
gitimate theater industry was signed, the 
sixth such code to be approved by the 
President, hearings will be started 
Wednesday, March 28, here, for the pur- 
pose of reopening this code’s provisions 
to such suggestions as to amendment as 
may be considered constructive and 
needed in the light of present-day con- 
ditions. Of significance is the fact that, 
in addition to legit representatives, 
members of the film and radio authori- 
ties will also sit in on these reopened 
hearings. } 


Discussing the legit code reopening, 
Deputy Administrator William P. Farns- 
worth said to The Billboard representa- 
tive: 


“A lot has been learned about code 
writing since the sixth of the codes to 
be approved became effective. This fact 
will be taken into consideration at the 
hearings. However, the code authority 
for the legitimate code is a fine, hard- 
working, conscientious group of men, 
who have given the best possible efforts 
toward the administration of the pres- 
ent code. The compliance angle has 
proved one of the problems under the 
code. There is much doubt in the minds 
of many operators, and particularly the 
smaller ones, as to what they would or 
would not be expected to do. Many of 
them have been afraid they would be 
called upon to do things, in the very 
nature of things, they were not in a po- 
sition to 40. While the NRA did not 
expect the smaller theaters to make @ 
shift from an amateur status, it did 
expect to keep such tab on what was 
going on as to prevent a chiseling stock 
manager from billing as a commercial 
theater and then trying to pay off with 
cakes. This is now ‘out.’ 

“In addition to practices such as this, 
there are a lot of other things that will 
have to be gone into. Distribution of 
tickets offers a case m point. This 
means that agency premiums, scalpers, 
throwaways, two-for-ones, cut-rates and 
the like will be gone into thoroly. We 
expect to get extensive reports from 
consumers, thru consumers’ cOunsels and 
like organizations, on the distribution 
problem. 

“We expect to go even further than 
most codes in seeing that government 
representatives on codes a vote. 
These suggestions will furnish an idea 
of what we will seek to do at these re- 
opened hearings. A tentative date of 
March 21 was decided upon for the 
holding of the hearings, but the code 
conferences made it necessary to post- 
pone the date. 

“In connection with these hearings, I 
wish to say that there is no question 
whatever of a change in the code au- 
thority for legit. This code authority 
has labored faithfully and has sought 
to aid in every possible way to adminis- 
ter the code as well a3 possible.” 


NEW YORK, March 10.—Great inter- 
est centers on the street in the coming 
hearings on the reopening of the legit 
code, set to start in Washington March 
28. Many angles in the code are ex- 
pected to come up, including some polic- 
ing of the ticket situation. Equity, it ts 
expected, will bring up among other 
things the question of minimum hours 
of rehearsal, which has been something 
of a sore point with the actors since the 
code went into effect in August. 

Chief among the changes hoped fcr 
here, however, is some sort of reinforce- 
ment of the powers of the code authority 
itself.

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American Academy Students 
Give Sidney Howard Comedy 


NEW YORK, March 10.—The senior 
students of the American Academy pre- 
sented Sidney Howard's The Late Chris- 
topher Bean at the Belasco yesterday 
afternoon as the ninth performance of 
their current series, and did a very nice 
job of it on the whole. Emily Wood- 
ruff played the Pauline Lord part, and 
J. Richard Jones the Walter Connolly 
role, and both did surprisingly well. 


It was a bit odd tosee (or hear, rather) 
a Southern-accented New England Abby, 
but once that initial difficulty was dis- 
counted Miss Woodruff did excellently. 
It’s true that she was far too good- 
looking for the Abby that Mr. Howard 
wrote (she shouldn’t be too displeased 
to hear that), but she brought a warmth 
and tenderness and sympathy to the role 
that made Abby really touching—far 
more touching, if you'll pardon the 
lese majeste, than when Miss Lord played 
her. Gone also, of course, were Miss 
Lord’s typically Lordian jitters. This 
Abby was iar more intelligent and ar- 
ticulate—and (if you'll pardon me again) 
far more believable. 


Jones, who seems to excel in countri- 
fied character parts, overdid the doctor 
a bit, but at least he overdid him in the 
right direction. It was a performance 
carefully thought out and fully rounded 
in detail, and it was a good one. Jean 
Castro, as the mother, seems to be better 
with character grease paint than with- 
out it; certainly she gave her best per- 
formance of the season yesterday, when 
she was cast for her first character role. 
Hamlet Carabba, Eugene Elden and 
Richard MacKay played the three gen- 
tlemen from New York, and Elden and 
MacKay turned in excellent rform- 
ances. Paula Mason and Muriel Wright 
were the daughters, and Robert Gray 
the bucolic swain.

(Continued from opposite page) 
against producers in the cases of several 
violations, und in each case Washington 
has refused to prosecute on the basis of 
lack of sufficient proof. It is felt here 
that a code authority without power to 
enforce its rulings or to police the code 
is an almost useless body, and that for 
the code to be effective the authority 
must be given powers of enforcement. 

It is said in some quarters that the 
Washington reversals were caused by @ 
desire on the part of the administration 
to go slowly in proving the legal powers 
of the NRA Since these have recently 
been to a large extent cleared up, it is 
felt that Washington will hereafter give 
the authority the backing that it needs 
and deserves.

Praise be, the stage has finally come 
around to @ realization of the excite- 
ment, drama, nobility and courage of 
humanitarian scjence. It has realized 
them, and it has presented them in 2 
way to make any audience realize them 
too, in Yellow Jack, Sidney Howard's 
tale of the fight against yellow fever, 
which he took from the chapter on Wai- 
ter Reed in Paul De Kruif’s Microbe 
Hunters, and which Guthrie McClintic 
Presented splendidly at the Martin Beck 
Tuesday night. 


The stage has looked at science be- 
fore. In Pasteur it made a valiant ef- 
fort to dramatize the life of one of the 
healers. But it has never before taken 
as its theme, not the life of a single in- 
dividual, but the moving and exciting 
story of a fight against disease, as it 
slowly progressed thru the years. That 
is what Howard has done, basing the 
chief part of his play on Reed’s experi- 
ments that conclusively proved a certain 
mosquito the carrier, but also taking 
his action thru Stokes’ discovery that 
monkevs were also susceptible, thereby 
allowing for experimentation, down to 
the discovery of artificially built up im- 
munity. It is glamorous and exciting— 
and it is excellently told. 

One of the most romantic and excit- 
ing passages in the annals of the race 
has been the fight between men and 
microbes. The stage has been slow to 
grasp it, tho pictures—in Nagana, re- 
leased about a year ago by Universal— 
tried their hand. But, with the usyal 
intelligence of pictures, Nagana intro- 
duced a white lady into the tse-tse-in- 
fested jungle, and ruined what might 
have been a magnificent idea. 

There is no such ruin in Mr. Howard’s 
play. It starts in 1929, and then goes 
backward over the ground, thru Stokes, 
until it reaches Reed in Cuba in 1900. 
And there the tremendous experiments, 
in which Lazear gave his life and four 
soldiers volunteered as human guinea 
pigs, are retold in eripping and tre- 
mendously effective detail. There is no 
use going into them at length here and 
now. Those interested are referred to 
Mr. De Kruif's book. And if they can 
read that book—or even the single chap- 
ter devoted to Reed—without wanting to 
see the play, then they lack all sense of 
romance, all taste for nobility, courage 
and huge achievement. 

It may be that in some minds there 
is thought of a possible overemphasis 
on Reed, a feeling that more of Stokes— 
who on his deathbed directed his final 


experiments—might have h No- 
guchi, who also gave his life, is granted 
merely passing mention in the dialog. 
But those, after all, are merely minor 
defects. The main thing is that the 
play was written at all—and we can be 
thankful that it was written so surpris- 
ingly well. 

It is givcn in a multitude of small 
scenes, presented on a single stair-con- 
struction against a blue drop; with a 
cupola high in the center that swings 
around to reveal the interior of Reed’s 
Cuban laboratory. That set might have 
been more serviceable and it might also 
have been more effective, but the use 
that McClintic has made of it is superb. 
There are no intermissions, scene pass- 
ing swiftly into scene with a mounting 
interest and excitement that hold the 
spectator rigidly. And yet there can be 
some question as to the wisdom of the 
intermissionless technique. The curtain 
might have fallen naturaily and easily 
at two definite points in the action (at 
Finlay’s final co-operation with Reed 
and at Lazear’s death) and so provided 
for those die-hards who insist on @ 
smoke. None of the continuity would 
have been lost, and definite fundamen- 
tals of audience reaction would have 
been taken care of. It’s hard for a 
modern customer to remain rooted in 
the same spot for two hours, no matter 
what happens to be going on in front 
of him. 

Mr. McClintic, in addition to his splen- 
did direction (his best in years), has pro- 
vided a wastefully excellent cast, even 
the minor parts being played by actors 
of known ability. Tne result is a com- 
pany that gives full meaning to every 
line and situation, a cOmpany that is 
among the best that Broadway has seen. 
John Miltern is forthright and excellent 
as Reed, and you'd have to list practical- 
ly the entire cast to hand out the rest 
of the credits. Particularly good were 
Geoffrey Kerr, Cnar'es Gerard, Myron 
McCormick, Barton MacLane, Eduardo 
Ciannelli, Robert Keith and Whitford 
Kane, tho there were many more who 
were thoroly deserving of mention. 

Yellow Jack is a splend:d tale of the 
microbe hunters. It is magnificent in 
both theme and treatment. Mr. Howard 
chose the first and contributed a good 
portion of the second. Mr. McClintic 
and his actors contributed the rest.

Spring is here—and that statement 
doesn’t refer only to the weather. Just 
as. meteorologically, the blizzard was 
followed by a tepid, thick and muffling 
fog, so in the theater a tepid, thick fog 
is rising after the winter hits. That is 
if Hiram Sherman’s Too Much Party 
may be taken as a criterion. The 
Metropolitan Players brought it to the 
Masque Theater Monday night, and in 
all probability the Metropolitan Players 
will take it away from Masque Theater 
again almost immediately. 

The flemirng youth of the 1920s 
smoldered away years ago to a dull gray 
ash, but Mr. Sherman doesn’t seem to 
realize it. His present pallid resuscita- 
tion may avoid being gray or ashen, but 
it most emphatically does not avoid 
being dull. He takes the Dean family 
out in the Midwest and shows how 
mamma wants to become town proba- 
tion officer when she can't even manage 
her own children. Little Judy brings 
college boys home to wrong them (as it 
is sometimes quaintly called), and 
young Ken signs the local barkeep’rc 
name to a couple of receipts. Papa sup- 
ports them all comfortably by writing 
abstruse books on economics (a gocd 
trick if it works), and when he returns 
frcm Europe he tries to put things 
straight. He, of course, succeeds with 
the aid of the barkeep’s lovely daughter, 
who has an inexplicable yen for young 
Kenneth. 

The whole thing is unmotivated, silly, 


unbelievable, uninteresting and badly 
written. Which would seem to include 
all angles. 

Pierre Watkin, as the father, works 
valiantly to bring sense Out of the non- 
sense, and at times actually succeeds. 
He is ably abetted by George Alison in 
@ small last-act part, and by Philip 
Truex, who demonstrates the importance 
of being Ernest. Maude Richmond 
squeals and postures as the mother, and 
Claire Grenville stomps thru the part of 
Edith Barstow (no relation to the young 
vaudeville lady), a politically minded 
war horse who tries to further mamma’s 
ambition. Reed McClelland is forth- 
right and sincere in the impossible part 
ba Kenneth, and Janet McLeay is as coy 

as a spinster in a football dressing room 
as Judy. Mady Correll is at any rate 
strikingly attractive as the barkeep’s 
baby. 


As an example of Mr. Sherman's 
methods, he bases mest of his fun on 
the hilarious concept of a feeble-minded, 
epileptic coming mother taken by 
mamma from 2 public home and 
brought as maid-of-all-work to the 
Deans’, Viola Swayne, in the part, 
gives a perfect idea of what would have 
happened if a Kalikak and a Jute had 
gotten together matrimonially.

Hollywood, and until the selfishness of a small clique is broken, we may e 
little improvement in the motion picture business, according to Mary Pickford. She 
told The Billboard representative this week that one of the greatest drawbacks to 
this industry is the business cf picture executives surrounding themselves with 
brothers, uncles and other relatives at the expense of the stockholders of the 
various companies. These relatives contribute nothing to the building of the 


industry and until the practice is aban- 
doned we can hope for little. 

“There should be more co-operation 
among producers,” said Miss Pickford. 
“If I wish to borrow a certain star from 
another company, that company should 
gladly make the loan, inasmuch as every 
good picture produced, regardless of who 
makes it, tends to build patronage for 
all pictures. As matters now stand, if I 
wish to borrow a player I must in re- 
turn loan a director or writer to that 
company. There is always the selfish 
motive back of every move.” 

Miss Pickford believes that the talking 
picture has hurt business rather than 
helped. To her mind the silent picture 
was fast reaching perfection, while the 
sound picture is still in its infancy and 
growing very slowly. She stated that 
there is too much dialog and not enough 
acting and that the reaction is felt at 
the box office. 

“When motion pictures first started,” 
said Miss Pickford, “each producer gave 
his individual attention to the pictures 
being made and as a result each picture 
was entertaining. At present the studios 
work on a factory basis with sad results.” 

She was asked if she saw any imme- 
diate chance for improvement of pic- 
tures and she answered that it is entirely 
up to the public. When the theater 

trons stay away from the theater in 

€ enough numbers, the producer will 
begin to wonder why and will govern 
himself accordingly. 

“I had hoped that the depression 
would wipe out the weaker companies 
and leave only the strong ones to carry 
on,” she stated, “but they all seem to 
have ,weathered the storm and I now 
see no chance for an improvement in 

ictures and theater attendance except 
or the public to show its disgust and 
Temain away.”

Kansas Censors Are on Rampage; 


Liquor and Drinking Scenes Cut 


KANSAS CITY, March 10.—Exhibitors 
in this State have reached the point 
where they are prepared to carry their 
fight against unreasonable censorship to 
the Supreme Court. Of late the censors 
have mutilated films beycnd recognition 
and nave, according to theater owners, 
used little judgment in handling the 
shears. In some cases distributors have 
threatened to withdraw their exchanges 
from the State unless Governor Landon 
calls a halt. 

According to the exhibitors, Governor 
Landon is playing politics :n permitting 
the censors to mutilate films. The State 
is dry, and it is understcod that the 
Governor wishes it to remain so. There 
is a referendum coming’ soon and the 
report says that the WCTU has brought 
pressure to the point where ali movie 
shots showing bottle of liquor of women 
drirking call for the scissors. 


There is hardly a picture that does 
not have at least one shot of a likker 
bottle or a dame taking a drink, and 
therefore few pictures are permitted to 
go uncut. If bottles are not displayed 
there may be a line of dialog that men- 
tions hootch and this calls for a cut. 

In most instances the cutting is so 
crude that it spoils the whole effect of 
the picture and in many instances gives 
an entirely different slant on the picture 
than that intended by the producers. 

It is expected that at least one pro- 
dufer will take the matter te court to 
determine whether cr not they are the 

ims of politics. Exhibitors claim 

t the cutting is doing considerable 
harm to their business and are prepar- 
ing a petition asking the governor to 
have a word with his politically ap- 
Pointed censors. 


New York Proposes 
New Ticket Tax 


ALBANY, March 10. — State Senator 
John Buckley has introduced a bill in 
the New York State Senate calling for a 
10 per cent admission tax, and as things 
now stand the bill has a good chance to 


pass. 

Representatives in Albany must find a 
means of raising money to cover the 
$500,000,000 deficit in the State treasury 
and it is expected that the tax will not 
meet the opposition that would usually 
follow such a measure. Theater owners 
are gathering their forces to battle the 
new tax measure. 


Newsreeler in Minneapolis 


MINNEAPOLIS, March 10.—This town 
soon gets its first newsreel house. It will 
be an intimate, seating only 300, present- 
ing news flashes and unusual short sub- 
jects exclusively. A local independent 
group will operate the theater, which 
will have the latest sound and projec- 
tion equipment, including a new device 
to ald the hard of hearing. 


Oklahoma Has 410 


OKLAHOMA CITY, March 10.—Okla- 
homa has 410 theaters, 20 of which are 
not wired for sound. They seat ap- 
proximately 197,367 people. In the last 
30 days several houses equipped with 
disc have changed to sound-on-film 
equipment. 


New NRA Order To 
Bring Headaches 


NEW YORK, March 10.—Producers and 
theater operators are shaking their heads 
over the new request from the NRA that 
hours be cut 10 per cent and additional 
Wages be paid employees. Most studios 
and theaters are now up to their neck 
in overhead and they all insist that it 
will mean passing the burden on to the 
public. 

It is figured that if all agree to the 
new plan, at least another million dol- 
lars a year will be added to the already 
heavy burden of production end exhibi- 
tion of pictures. 


Detroit Admission 
Jump Is Gaining 


DETROIT, March 10.—Additional sig- 
natures are being received daily to the 
Detroit “week of release B-1” plan spon- 
sored by Allied Theaters of Michigan, it 
was stated at the offices this week. No 
final summary was made this week, but 
more than 60 per cent of local theaters 
have now agreed to the plan, which will 
raise admission prices and determine 
protection for all classes of pictures. 

An official of Allied spoke of the im- 
mediate opportunity for the plan in a 
Statement to The Billboard: “Exhibitors 
do not seem to realize the opportunity 
which will never come again to secure 
adequate protection on prices. They 
cannct operate at 5 and 10 cents. Such 
a chance for effective united effort will 
not recur.”

It 
is being sponsored by Assemblyman 
Herbert Brownell Jr., Republican, of 
New York City. The National Council 
on Freedom From Censorship, which is 
supvorting the enactment of the bill, 
announced that the taxes on films will 
be retained so as to increase the reve- 
nues of the State. 

“The censorship of motion pictures 
has not acompUshed its professed object 
of protecting the public from indecent. 
obscene or salacious films,” officials of 
the Council declared, also “iurid reels of 
vice and violence pass the cengors pro- 
vided that the film teaches the lessson 
that virtue is rewarded and sin pun- 
ished. Producers have learned thus to 
get away with anything suggestive or 
immoral if it only has the proper end- 
ing.”

Weeping Willie! 


Never known for his shrinking violet characteristics, 
Will Hays reached a new high in nerve this week when, 
thru his attorney, Gabe Hess, he presented what is laugh- 
ingly called an analysis of the picture code to the NRA 
Officials in Washington. With the intention of getting the 
jump on independent exhibitors, Hays points out that 89 
per cent of the clauses of the code favor the independent 
theater owner. With the aid of a sharp pencil and a vivid 
imagination Hess did a fine job with the material at hand 
and his 35 pages of statistics will prove one of the most 
humorous documents of the year. 


Hays has painted the producer as a big-hearted Annie 
whose sole aim in life is to give the exhibitor all the breaks, 


asking nothing in return. 


The document points out that the producer gets noth- 
ing under the code that he didn’t have before. This is a 
true statement, but the producer needed nothing more than 
he had. He already could close any independent house by 
shutting off product. He could, and does, demand per- 
ceutage rentals that take everything from the theater 
owner but his right to breathe. 


One can almost see the tears rolling down the care- 
worn cheeks of Will Hays when he speaks of the financial 
distress of the large producer, and adds that they might 
well have appealed for aid for themselves, but, instead, 
agreed to ‘‘make additional sacrifices in the interest of the 
independent exhibitor.’’ We expect any day to come across 
Adolph Zukor, Sid Kent or Nick Schenck standing on the 
street corners with a tin cup and a handful of pencils. 


In his long career as a politician Hays has never pulled 
anything quite so raw and further proves his unfitness to 
act as spokesman for an industry which is so closely 
watched and pounced upon so often. He is proving him- 
self an expensive luxury and unless the members of his 
organization call a halt on his ridiculous statements there 
is bound to be an unfavorable reaction to the picture busi- 
ness as a whole. 


It is reasonable to believe that Sol Rosenblatt and 
General Johnson are aware of the condition existing in the 
picture business and for Hays to come forward and try 
to whitewash his group with a lavish application of the 
brush at the expense of the independent is nothing short 
of stupid. 


There are already rumblings from certain members of 
the Hays organization that all is not well within the ranks. 
They have come to realize that of late Hays’ oratorical 
outbursts are just so many sound waves that have no effect 
on the parties intended to be impressed, therefore the heavy 
expense of operating the organization represents.a total 
loss. 


His latest analysis is the crowning glory of a hectic 
career. It proves conclusively that he either doesn’t know 
what he is talking about or is deliberately distorting facts. 
In either case he has reduced his stature to the vanishing 
point. 
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BILL TO HANDCUFF FILMS 


Would Put Pictures in Hands of 
Politicians and Tax for Support 


Representative Patman claims picture industry needs 
thoro cleaning, having broken promises to do so many 
times—passage would greatly restrict business 


@ 
WASHINGTON, March 10.—On March 19 hearings will be started on the Pat- 
man Bill, which calls for the “inspection, classifying and cataloging of all films 


before they enter interstate and foreign 


commerce.” The hearing will be before 


the House Interstate Commerce Committee and it will then be decided whether 
or not it will be brought before the House for vote. The bill is the most drastic 
that has yet been aimed at the picture industry and should it pass it will work 


hardship on every producer, distributor 
to ohservers. The list of more than 30 
prohibitions on material used in mak- 
ing pictures would practically handcuff 
producers and would not permit pictures 
to receive an Interstate Commerce per- 
mit until a board consisting of four 
women and five men at an annual salary 
of $9,000 each per year had passed on 
them. This would tie up production 
and there would be enough delay in 
shipping to upset the best regulated 
business, in the opinion of picture au- 
thorities. 

It is estimated that the cost of main- 
taining the committee would run to 
$150,000 a year. This amount would be 
gained by a tax of $10 per 1,000 feet of 
film examined, and the burden, of course, 
would go on the exhibitor. 

Representative Patman, of Texas, is 
father of the bill and he stated that, 
altho the new board would not eliminate 
State and city censors, it would tend to 
lessen the danger of graft in local 
boards. 


He further stated: “Ten times the pic- 
ture business has promised to reform it- 
self without assistance of any law, but 
each time the promises have been 
broken. 

“I am convinced that the screen, with- 
out lessening its entertainment attrac- 
tiveness, can be made one of the greatest 
educators in morals in the rehabilitation 
of our economic and commercial life. 
The only human power that can bring 
this about I believe is the Federal 
Government. I see no hupe that the in- 
dustry will reform itself.” 

It is the opinion here that the bill is 
too drastic and will defeat itself. It is 
understood that even tho it got by the 
House Committee, it would be defeated, 
for the opposition would point to the 
new salaried members as a political move. 

The enormous salaries of film execu- 
tives, it is claimed, is largely responsible 
for the antagonism among Congressmen 
and they feel that an industry that can 
afford to pay such fabulous salaries will 
bear watching and cannot kick if a little 
pressure is brought to bear. 


Blues Lose 

LINCOLN, Neb., March 10.—The last 
town in the State to hold out against 
the invasion of motion picture exhibi- 
tion was scratched off last week when 
University Place, suburb here, let the 
bars down. Protected ever since the 
town stood by the opposition votes of 
Methodist ministers who retire there in 
abundance, the new freedom was only 
gained when several of the most prom- 
inent business men who remain open 
nights brought pressure to bear with the 
city council. When the town was an- 
nexed in 1927 that was the one pro- 
vision which was demanded by the 
church group before they would enter 
Greater Lincoln.

Hays’ Nerve in Code Analysis 


NEW YORK,. March 10.—Exhibitors 
here are flabbergasted at what they term 
the nerve of the Hays office in present- 


ing a 35-page code analysis to the NRA 
Officials at Washington this week, in 
which they state that the picture code 
gives 895 per cent of the breaks to 
independent motion picture exhibitors, 
and of these the exhibitors get $9.9 per 
cent new advantages that they never 
before enjoyed. 

The exhibitors now claim that if the 
code as it stanis gives them this much 
of a break over the years before the 
code was established, they have been 
taking a terrific lacing heretofore. 

Gabe Hess, Hays’ attorney, who drew 
up the brief, stated further that the 


producers and distributors are granted 
but 4 per cent of the benefits of the 
code and that none of the four gives 
them any advantages they did not have 
before. He goes on to say that larger 
exhibitors come in for only 2.2 per cent 
of benefits. 

Ingie exhibitors here claim that the 
preducer-distributor group has the best 
of it all the way thru and, altho the 
code may provide for benefits to the 
exhibitor, he will not get them because 
he will be outvoted on all boards. It is 
contended that the Hays Office is satis- 
fied with the lineup of the code and 
is making a huge outburst in Washin¢- 
ton with a magnanimous gesture, being 
assured that it is all hooey and that 
everything is in the bag. 


Arkansas Indies 


Are Without Prexy 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 10.— The 
newly organized Independent Theater 
Owners of Arkansas finds itself without 
a@ president and the Memphis film zone's 
zoning and clearance code board is 
minus a member as a result of the 
sale of T. W. Sharp’s three Little Rock 
theaters. 

Sharp was first president of the ITOA, 
which held its first annual meeting in 
Little Rock two weeks ago, and was 
named unaffiliated first-run exhibitor on 
the zoning board. 

This week he sold all his theater

ITOA will probably elect Cecil Cupp, 
of Arkadelphia, or J. F. Norman, of 
England, as the new president, with 
Norman and Roy Pierce, of the Memphis 
Orpheum, regarded as likely appointees 
for the code board vacancy. 

An effort will be made to rush the 
appointment because the board needs to 
begin functioning at once. Exhibitors 
have grievances and troubles stored up 
over two decades waiting for an airing 
before this first court of the industry. 


Princess Wins Suit 


Against MGM Film 


LONDON, March 10.—Princess Irinia 
Youssoupoff, niece of the late czar, won 
& suit against Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer for 
$125,000 for defamation of character 
this week. The Princess claimed that in 
the Metro picture Rasputin and the 
Empress her character was degraded by 
the film. The jury specified the 
amount to be paid. 

The Princess now states that she will 
sue every individual theater both in 
England and the United States that 
showed the feature. 

Metro has appealed the decision. 


Omaha Orpheum Goes 
On Auction Block 


OMAHA, Neb., March 10.—The Orphe- 
um Theater here will be put on the 
auction block as the result of an order 
entered by Judge Donohoe in the Fed- 
eral Court this week. 

The order results trom a receivership 
which followed a default on bonds of 
the Omaha Orpheum Corporation, a sub- 
Sidiary of Keith-Albee-Orpheum Cor- 
poration, and is a victory for the first 
mortgage bondholders, who are repre- 
sented by the Northwestern National 
Bank and Trust Company, of Minne- 
apolis, as trustee. 

The first mortgage holders have a 
claim of $1,070,000 and interest at 6 per 
cent since December 1, 1926. Second 
mortgage security, also in default, is 
held by the Stadium Theater Corpora- 
tion and amounts to $222,841.05 and 
interest at 6 per cent from May 1, 1932. 

The court’s order requires the pay- 
ment of the first mortgage holders’ bill 
of $1,070,000 and interest within 20 days. 


Mrs. August Belmont

It’s far from being funny this No 
Funny Business flicker. Intended to be 
a sophisticated éemedy, it falls flatter 
than a bride’s first cake. In capable 
hands the somewhat interesting story 
might have turned out to be an up- 
roariously funny farce, but as is the 
characters wade thru 6,000 feet of film, 
missing every opportunity to work in 
seme good guffaws. 

Story concerns the Potterton Bureau 
in London—a concern specializing in 
making dissatisfied husbands jealous of 
their wives. Gertrude Lawrence feels 
her husband growing away from her and 
engages the bureau to aid in bringing 
Edmond Breon back to her. The agency 
works out a plan whereby Breon will 
entertain one of the agency’s girls at a 
ewanky hotel in Cannes, and Miss Law- 
rence will entertain a handsome male 
member of the agency. The idea is that 
the two will see each other, become 
desperately jealous, and in the end be- 
come reconciled. 

The agency dispatches the couple to 
Cannes and sends Laurence Olivier and 
Jill Esmond to perform the reconcilis- 
tion feat. The two wear white carna- 
tions and don’t know one another. 
Once at the hotel, they recognize each 
other by the carnation and, thinking it 
is the party to which they have been 
assigned, spend the night together, In 
another room Breon is taking his bath, 
and in the adjoining room his wife is 
waiting for him, thinking it is the man 
from the agency who is to spend the 
night with her. 

It’s somewhat of a Jumbled mess, but 
in the end the two agency employees 
find out their case of mistaken identity 
after they have fallen desperately in 
love and Miss Lawrence and Breon 
become intimate again.

George Breakston, as Nemecsek, is new 
to pictures.

Paramount possesses a _ rip-roaring, 
hilariously funny screen comedy in this 
picture of the fighting marines, with 
Richard Arlen in the starring role.

With a few nips of the shears in cer- 
tain parts this film will stack up with 
the ace comedies of the current pro- 
duction season.

Arlen plays his part excellently, and 
Ida Lupino is marvelous in the female 
lead.

NEW YORK, March 10.—The National 
Burlesque Association of America, the 
Cperators’ organization, and the Bur- 
lesque Artists’ Association, representing 
the performer, cemented friendly rela- 
tions this week via the basic contract 
between the two and the individual con- 
tract for the performer. Esch organiza- 
_ tion protects the other, and many star- 
tling provisions are entailed in the con- 
tracts. The operators are expected to 
sign the contracts late this afternoon,’ 
and they will be ready for distribution 
by the end cf next week. 

The basic contract between the BAA 
and the NBAA works bcth ways. The 
BAA wilt recognize members of the 
NBAA, but the contract specifies that 
non-members of the NBAA will have to 
put up a two-week cash guarantee be- 
fore BAA members will go to work for 
them. BAA also will discipline perform- 
ers for breach of contract. The oper- 
ators’ org, in turn, will enforce recogni- 
tion of the contracts among its members 
and offenders will be subject to expul- 
sion from the association. 

Another important fact ertailed in the 
agreement between the NBAA and the 
BAA is that the BAA will grant fran- 
chises to agents in a manrer similar to 
Equity. It is reliably reported that the 
BAA intends to grant but three fran- 
chises. 

The NBAA's activity to clean up burly 
here and thus have it meet with the 
approval of authorities has progressed 
except in one instance. All the local 
houses have removed their runways, as 
requested, with the exception of the 
Irving Place. However, Max Wilner just 
returned from Florida this week, and 
the NBAA is awaiting action from him. 
If the runway is not removed, the Wil- 
ners face expulsion from the organiza-

Again to our favorite subject, 
that of the performer being his 
own worst enemy. The Billboard 


has fought with monotonous 
regularity to protect the grease- 
paint consumers against abuses 
from theater operators, agents, 
bookers and producers. Some- 
times, as now, we wonder whether 
real progress will ever be made 
unless the actor, as an individual, 
comes to his senses. 

Here’s a composite portrait of 
the “abused” actor: He signs con- 
tracts blindly . frequently ac- 
cepts engagefients without con- 
tracts . . . takes no interest in 
Government . . . rarely has the 
slightest idea of what are his 
rights when he is being gyped 
. . . Shuns building up his own 
organization, altho, as, an indi- 
vidual, he is helpless to improve 
his lot. . . ./ 

As if these were not enough 
he possesses the naivete of think- 
ing that so long as he turns in a 
good performance he will be paid 
accordingly And he is tempera- 
mental, talking himself out of 
work more times than not. 

Still we love him. He makes 
our life interesting. 


Enough material for a book on 
showmanship in recent develop- 
ments on the stage and in the box 
office of Major Bowes’ Capitol 
Theater. It suffices for our pur- 
pose to mention a few of the in- 
teresting items. 

Olive - complexioned Ramon 
Novarro and Dimpled Clark 
Gable, thorobreds from Nick 
Schenck’s talent stable, killed the 
jinx planted by Sister Aimee. 
Apparently Broadway’s amuse- 
ment shoppers are. more inter- 
ested in s. a. as exemplified on 
the sound stage than in the 
same chemical combination pro- 
duced in the revivalist tent. Lay- 
ing aside Aimee and her jinxified 
floppo for the nonce, it seems to 
us that if the Capitol’s grosses 
continue to stay up the threat of 
Loew switching its Broadway de 
luxe activities to the Roxy will 
be dissipated. Maybe Loew has 
already made up its mind to this. 
Lou (Goose) Holtz, Cavalier 
Durante and Polly Moran are 
booked in for next week’s show. 
Loew doesn’t waste dough on 
post-mortems. 

Back to Novarro and Gable, 
these feminine pulse raisers 
should be an object lesson to film

and radio satellites who still be- 
lieve that walking on a stage and 
smiling is enough. These stars 
put on real acts, presented in an 
informal, friendly fashion. They 
got raves and made money for 
Loew. Film stars, particularly, 
should drop that highfalutin “my 
deah public” attitude when mak- 
ing what are stili called personal 
appearances. It gets them no- 
where, even with most of the 
morons, who are in the majority, 
of course. 


Now seems to be the ideal time 
to revive commercial acts in 
vaude. Thanks to radio, audience 
resistance to weaving commercial 
plugging into entertainment has 
been broken down. The amuse- 
ment seeker has been forced to 
associate certain stars with com- 
mercial products. The cry against 
turning the theaters into adver- 
tising exhibition halls will be a 
still, small one if registered at 
all. Vaude budgets are down to 
the bone. Operators alibi their 
neglect of the stage with howls 
about impossible salaries de- 
manded by names that draw. Re- 
viving commercial acts might re- 
sult in at least half of the salaries 
being paid by the commercial 
sponsors. Budgets will thus be 
left intact, or they might even be 
reduced. Many artists will be 
back *at work again. Almost 
everybody will be happy except 
the public. But radio has taught 
us that the public isn’t quite as 
important as the “old-fashioned 
showman” used to think. With 
Dictators controlling most situa- 
tions in the amusement industry, 
more than one way has been 
found to make the masses walk 
the tight rope. 


Theaters are nursing black 
eyes after being hit by their 
hoomerang in the form of the 
code minimum salary for ushers. 
A fast one might have been 
pulled at the time, but now the 
ushers and their colleagues “out 
front” are in the throes of unioni- 
zation. Besides, publicity un- 
favorable to certain circuits is re- 
sulting. In all, it wasn’t such a 
smart stunt. The last laugh 
might yet be at the expense of the 
operators. 


Meanwhile, unpleasant stories, 
most of them well founded, are 
flying about concerning intimida- 
tion, coercion and whatnot being 
practiced directly by circuit ex- 
ecutives and thru bruisers alleged 
to be employed by them. The 
circuits are not at all alarmed, on 
the surface, about organization 
activity among union-minded ac- 
tors, but they have not succeeded 
in hiding their nervousness over 
the courageous march being made 
toward their goal by the lowliest 
of theater attaches. Many plums 
have been offered Charlie Levey 
in the hope that he might lay off, 
but thus far he is very much on 
the job. His project requires 
courage and honesty. He seems 
to possess a good measure of both.

ville for years, and also for many writers 
to foist on the aspiring magician books 
end books and books—all based upon 
Si’s immortal arrangement.”

“In connection with the item appearing 
in the current issue of The Billboard 
regarding the space devoted in The 
Sphinz to reports from Assemblies of 
the Society of American Magicians, I 
will be greatly obliged if you will advise 
your correspondent and also announce 
in your column in The Billboard that 
The Sphinz is obligated to devote a cer- 
amount of space each issue to SAM and 
its Assemblies under a contract whereby 
the magazine was made the official or- 
gan of the society, and the society in 
turn has agreed to subscribe to the mag- 
azine for all of its members, active, life 
and honorary, aggregating approximately 
80C in number, and also because the so- 
ciety as well as the Parent Assembly in 
recent years has obligated itself to take 
and pay for advertising space in the 
magazine. I take it that a similar ar-

The flocr 
is covered with Navajo blankets, pur- 
chased in New Mexico from that trihe 
of Indians some 30 years ago, colors still 
bright. There is a glass top oak desk 
and chair, with electric student lamp 
over the desk, and other electric lights. 
Around the walis at the ceiling are 
tramed views of the “big top on the lot” 
in many of the large cities, some of them 
five feet in length. The walls are cov- 
ered with framed portraits of circus 
men, Barnum, the Baileys, Orton, Fore- 
pauch, Jud Webb, Dan Rice, Buffalo Bill, 
all the Ringling Broihers and hundreds 
of other prominent and lesser lights in 
circusdom.

papers all over the United States and 
Canada. 

One item gives Webb credit for having 
served 50.900.000 meals, but, to borrow 
from Mark Twuin, “that is somewhat 
exaggerated.” There is also a couch, 
Jarge leather covered easy chair, card 
tables and radio set in the room.

Marathons Are Seen as Payers 


And Pullers in Parks by Bauer 


Endurance shows assets during dull seasons, give adver 
tising stimulus and tend toward building improvements, 
N. E. men are told by New Bedford ‘manager 


BOSTON, March 10.—Advantages of marathons in parks were discussed as 
Tevenue-producers by Daniel E. Bauer, manager of Achusnet Park, New Bedford, 
Mass., during the sixth annual convention of New England Section, National Asso- 
ciation of Amusement Parks, in the Hotel Manger here on February 27-28. He told 
of his experience with a grind in his park, declaring it had been profitable and 
had provided excellent entertainment. But he considered it unwise for park owners 
to attempt such events without a proper organization. “If your park is accessible 


during the fall, winter and early spring 
months, a possible source of revenue for 
your unused dance hall or pavilion is a 
marathon dance,” said Manager Bauer. 


“However, it is not wise to consider 
the operation of a marathon dance con- 
test during the winter if your park is 
too far from the city or if it is not 
easily reached during inclement weather. 
Good trolley or bus service is also a vital 
factor. 


“Most every park has a building large 
enough for a marathon. It may be that 
minor additions are necessary. Such ar- 
rangements should be made with the 
promoters. 


Specialists Are Needed 

“The marathon dance business is 
highly specialized, just the same as the 
park. business. It is unwise for a park 
owner to imagine that he can enter the 
marathon dance business without ex- 
perience. 

“I have learned that from close ob- 
servation of the dance which was held 
at Acushnet Park. The best way to 
avoid grief is to enter into a contract 
with one of the outstanding marathon 
organizations which operate thruout the 
country. They know the _ business 
thoroly and come to your park bringing 
their trainers. personnel and equipment 
necessary for the dance. They take care 
of the feeding of the contestants and 
all other necessary tasks. They usually 
will pay a good rental for your building, 
take the risks and you are relieved en- 
tirely of the major responsibilities. There 
are’ many reputable dance promoters 
who conduct a clean, fair contest and 
it is best to obtain the finest marathon 
outfit you can get. 


Brings New Visitors 


“The marathon promoter comes into 
your park with a program of endurance 
ordeals and entertainment that will 
usually last from 90 to 120 days, de- 
pending on the success of the dance and 
the type of dancers they have on the 
floor. However, if the dance seems to 
lag it is necessary to provide vaudeville 
and other feature nights which present 
@ real problem. 


"Tt may be that you are in a position 
where you would like to become part 
owner or finance a dance of your own. 
If so, it is advisable to gather about you 
good, experienced marathon men. They 
cost a little more money, but are worth 
it In the long run. Remember your 
contest is a 24-hour proposition and 
you need men who are sober, industrious 
and can be trusted, in addition to know- 
ing their jobs. 


“Get a good master of ceremonies, ex- 
perienced trainers and nurses, and the 
men handling the publicity, programs 
and office routine must know their busi- 
ness. 


“Running a marathon dance in your 
park has many advantages. It brings you 
revenue during the winter and dull sea- 
sons. It brings a great many people to 
your park who have never been there. 
It gives your park advertising over the 
radio and thru the newspapers that you

NEPONSIT, N. Y., March 10.—Can- 
cellation of the $895,000 10-year lease on 
the New York city-owned Riis Park 
pavilion here was anncunced by Park 
Commissioner Robert Moses. Commish 
revealed that lease had been abrogated 
under a ciause that gives city the right

At the same time Commissioner Moses 

ceclared that virtually all concessions in 
Riis Park, except those serving food, 
would be operated by the New York City 
Department of Parks. Food concessions, 
it was stated, would be operated on a 
percentage basis. , 
‘ Riis Park Concessions, Inc., with Max 
Fuchs and Simon Lenz as the two prin- 
cipal figvres, was holder of the lease, 
which had been in effect two years, 
First year was said to be gocd for the 
operators, but last year rain dampened 
profits. 

According to arrangements between 
the city and Riis Park Concessions, the 
cperators were to pay $70,000 for the 
first year and $5,000 was to be added 
each year until a maximum of $100,000 
annually was reached. 

It is unlikely that the Riis Park spon- 
Sors will contest cancellation of lease.

Speakirg Of unfair competition in the 
pool industry, as everyone connected 
with the business seems to have been 
doing since the cede question first came 
up, my attention is called to a practice 
which should be stopped. I've written 
about this before and, in view of the fact 
that it is continuing with more fre- 
quency than ever, I am taking the lib- 
erty of exposing it once again with a 
view of getting those behind the pool 
code to do something about it. 

I refe? to repeaced attempts on the 
part of the Amateur Atbletic Union, 
mcre commonly known as the AAU, to 
prevent commercial tanks from staging 
so-called unsanctioned meets. Only last 
week the Metropolitan Division uf the 
AAU sent letters to the New York.pa- 
pers stating that Park Central indoor 
pool, New Yerk City, was running “un- 
sanctioned” meets and that those swim- 
mers competing in them would be 
barred from the amateur body. 


It’s not so much that the swimmers 
themselves are afraid to continue to 
swim in the Park Central races, for most 
of the amateur mermaids and mermen 
are telling that organization to ge 
places and rightly so, for what right 
hes it to command them not to 
swim in certain pool meets? It’s the way 
they send out releases to the papers, 
written in such a way that readers of 
the few dailies publishing the stories 
think there is really something the mat- 
ter with the pools they condemn. The 
AAU is one private bedy ard it cer- 
tainly shou'dn’t be allowed to rule over 
the swimming pool field in that man- 
ner. 

It’s unfair competition in the worst 
way. If pool cwners themselves can’t or 
won't do anything and if their author- 
ized association, the American Associa- 
tion of Pools and Beaches, can’t act,

License and Bond Are Demanded 
From Agencies Outside of State 


_Stranding of acts brings new regulation under existing 
statute, starting with fairs—annual permit is set at 


$200 with requirement of guaranty of $1,000 


DETROIT, March 10.—New regulations for booking of acts by out-of-State 
agencies at all fairs in Michigan were sent out this week by Claude S. Carney and 
John Marolf, superintendent and assistant superintendent of private employment 
bureaus for Michigan. A letter of warning was issued to every fair secretary in the 
State, informing them of essential provisions of the statute. Under the new in- 
terpretation every agency booking even one act in Michigan must secure a State 


license. This provision has never been 
located outside of the State, but condi- 
tions of acts stranded in Detroit and 
other cities thruout the State bookings 
has reached such a peak, according to 
Mr, Marolf, that drastic action became 
necessary. 


Clause Inactive Before 


Michigan law covers licensing of out- 
of-the-State bookers, but the clause has 
always been inactive. Many big Michigan 
events, including the State Fair in De- 
troit, book from Chicago and other out- 
side agencies, as a rule. The new ruling 
requires an annual license fee of $200 
and posting of a bond of $1,000. 

Michigan booking offices are pleased 
with the new regulation which, they feel. 
frees them from what they regard as 
competition of offices located outside the 
State, coming in to get best local dates. 
Fair dates were picked for the first 
restriction under the law because these 
dates are now being made and names 
of fair secretaries are generally available. 


Cafe Field Is Next 


The wider field of cafe entertainment 
will be covered next, according to Mr. 
Marolf, who says the interpretation is no 
discrimination against fair men. 

Evasion of the law under pretext that 
booking is done outside the State is not 
possible, it is pointed out. The booking 
is completed within the State in any 
case and so comes within jurisdiction 
of Michigan. 

Any agency booking from another city 
must send representatives into Michigan 
to secure dates and these representatives 
would become liable to penal clauses of 
the law if the agency did not have a 
license, it is declared. 


60-40 Split With Backer 
Is Deal for Dallas Racing 


, DALLAS, March 10.—Horse racing be- 
ing assured for the State Pair of Texas 
and a spring meet being scheduled for 
April 28, work is progressing on the site 
at the east end of the grounds, once oc- 
cupied by the wooden stadium and State 
fish hatchery. Consent of the Fish, 
Game and Oyster Commission to removal 
of the hatchery was necessary. 

Then the project met delay in getting 
approval of city council and park board. 
After that the financier, R. B, George, 
backed out on financing arrangements 
and threatened to block fair racing by 
securing the only racing permit for the 
county. 

President Rosser J. Coke, of the fair 
association, ironed out his difficulties 
and put over the deal expected to put 
new life in the 1934 exposition. The 
contract, approved by all parties, calls 
for Mr. George to get 60 per cent of 
racing receipts for 10 years and the fair 
to get 40 per cent. One day’s receipts 
must go to charity. 

Mr. George gave the association a 
check for $141,000 and first dirt on the 
half-mile course was turned 30 minutes 
later. Grand-stand seating capacity will 
be 7,500. In addition there will be elab- 
orate clubhouse and ramps to care for 
25,000 others.

From Northern Ohio comes announce- 
ment that Berea, just outside of Cleve- 
land, is to return to the racing picture 
this summer in a big way. This will be 
more than welcome news to all harness 
horsemen. A little more thah a decade 
ago Berea staged some great early sum- 
mer race meetings, but since 1920 racing 
has been confined to the annuai fair 
late in the fall. 

A corporation has been formed, known 
as Cuyahoga County Driving C:ub, Inc., 
of which Paul H. Mitchell, Berea, is 
president, and E. J. Orvis, Dover Center, 
secretary. All racing will be done over 
the fairgrounds track, leaséd to the new 
association for five years. Extensive im- 
provements are to he started soon on 
the plant, which has splendid grounds, 
ample stabling, one of the hest halJf- 
mile race tracks to be found and a steel 
and concrete grand stand seating 4.000.

Let us consider, for example, minia- 
tvre golf. It was in reality a craze of 
miniature golf course construction, as 
the craze was in the constructicn and 
not so much in the playing of the game. 
Park and amusement men and some 
people of get-rich-quick propensities 
readily invested in a course because it 
required very little money. 

Miliions of dollars were invested and 
wasted thruout the country. Of course, 
there being no craze among the patrons, 
the racket only lasted 2 couple of years. 
Would not the park man have shown 
more sense if he had invested in some 
more substantial amusement? Why do 
we park men waste so much capital in 
such fly-by-night schemes just because 
they are cheap? 

NEW DEVICES COMING 

Our duty is to search for a real craze, 
one that will be 2 craze with patrons 
and rot with promoters. 

We hear complaints that the movies 
have killed the Wild West and wild ani- 
mal shows and, in fact, all kinds of 
shows. That may be true, but they 
cannot kill the riding-device business, 
as the public has to actually ride a de- 
vice to get the Sensation. When the 
movies show riding devices they Only 
boost and advertise the devices. 

Why not help the riding-device pro- 
ducers? We are on the eve of great 
exploitation in the riding-device line, 
and in the not far distant future will 
see great rides representing great invest- 
ments that will make some of the rides 
of the past look like children’s toys. 

Do not invest a little in a temporary 
craze, but invest big in something sub- 
stantial.

Co-Operation of Merchants 


“There are two methods of getting 
revenue from your hall or pavilion. The 
first is a flat rental and the second is 
percentage. I believe the percentage 
basis is preferable. However, tf you could 
arrance a fiat rental plus percentage, 
that would be a very advantageous con- 
tract. 

“Should you decide to run a contest 
and make definite arrangements with 
a promoter, the first problem would be 
the license. You probably could get 
that and with some work overcome 
serious opposition from theaters and 
church pecple opposed to the contest. 
Strange 2s it may seem, merchants us- 
ually are inclined to co-operate instead 
of being in disfavor of a contest. 

“Make sure that you have a promoter 
who conducts a clean, fair contest. You 
will never make money with any other 
kind and will only run into difficulty. 
Insist that ‘patrons be tredted with 
courtesy and that the place be kept 
clean and sanitary.

Skaters will 
start irom New York City, travel a cer- 
tain distance, meet another skater, as in 
a relay race and so on, ccvering the 48 
States 9nd more than 18,000 miles ad- 
vertising certain articles. Tex is also 
planning an open stretch to Chicago by 
roller Skaters, carrying advertisements to 
the World’s Fair. Tex’s social club ts 
planning an excursion via bus to Phila- 
delphia, 400 strong, the latter part of 
March. The club is planning its own 
rink for the season of 1934-'35 in Ja- 
maica, L. I., which has no rinks. 


GLADYS THOMPSON Morgan, Wis., 
was crowned “girls' world’s roller rope- 
skip champion” in Billy Kurten’s Pine 
Grove Rink, Oconto Falls, Wis.. on Peb- 
ruary 19 after breaking the girls’ record 
for this style of competition in finals of 
a contest. She not only placed highest 
but, by skipping 794 times before miss- 
ing, set a new world’s mark, former 
mark of 499 being held by Miss Cather- 
ine Hopper, Cincinnati, reports Manager 
Kurten, who adds that the new champ 
twice previously broke the old record, 
registering marks of €65 and 783 in prac- 
tice sessions. Ruth Flowers and Jvlia 
Wojner, Oconto Falls. won second and 
third places, respectively, with marks of 
225 and 150. 

As the name indicates in this novel 
type of competition each ccntestant en- 
deavors to skip a rore, while on an ordi- 
rary pair of roller skates on the rink 
floor for the greatest number of times 
before missing. Manager Kurten, ap- 
parently the originator of the idea, hoids 
the men’s world’s record with a mark of 
1,508 and ennually conducts a contest of 
this type in Pine Grove Rink. Pull de- 
tails for conduct of similar contests were 
given by Billy in a special article, Why 
Not a Rope-Skip Contest on Rellers?, 
which appeared in the December 5. 1931, 
Winter Special Number of The Billboerd. 

“Ski-ping a rope 794 times without a 
miss 1s considerable of a feat in itself, 
but when done with the added handi- 
caps of two-povnd skates dangling from 
each foot, as well as overcoming the 
resultant difficulty cf holding one’s bal- 
ance as spinning wheels meet the slip- 
ery rink floor, the feat stamps the per- 
former as a person of exceptional ath- 
letic ability, and Miss Thompson, inci- 
dentally, is an all-round athlete as well 
as an exhibition roller skater of note,” 
he writes. “Approximately 10 minutes 
of steady skipning is required to skip 
this number of times and the stunt is a 
combination of skating ability, rope- 
skipping technique, endurance and con- 
centration, it heing estimated five times 
harder than ordinary rope skipping.” 


Miss Thompson will cefend her cham- 
Ppionship at any time or plece and Man- 
ager Kurten will consider any sincere 
Offers for a match contest, he says. 


Blue Lawsand NRA

Quite often I hear from rink men in 
States and cities where blue laws are in 
force and they complain of not being 
permitted to skate on Sundays. I be- 
lieve the time is near or at hand when 
religious organizations instrumental in 
enactment of such laws are fast coming 
to realize that our present generation 
will no longer belong to such and will 
not attend churches and social meetings 
unless they are permitted to participate 
in Sunday sports and forms of amuse- 
ments 


This has already gone to test in or- 
ganizations connected with a m*jor 
church thru a questionnaire supplied to 
younger members, and results were that 
the great majority favor Sunday amuse- 
ments. 

Some cities do not allow skating on 
Sundays and at the same time dancing 
is nermitted. What difference is there 
between skating and dancing? None. 
Only one is done on wheels and the 
other on feet. Skating artistically and 
stepping to the time of music is in real- 
ity nothing but dancing on skates, and 
since some of those cities rermit danc- 
ing on Sundays, then rinks should have 
the same right to operate. 

Luring visits to sections of the coun- 
try where blue laws are in force, I found 
many towns with skating rinks in oper- 
ation on Sundays, where the more en- 
forced restrictions were at hand. I 
found they were operating as skating 
academies and skate clubs and teaching 
dancing on skates. Skaters have just as 
much right to skate around the circle 
as long as patrons pay their dues as they 
enter the hall. 

Under the NRA, dance halls are al-

GRUBERG CASE COMPROMISED 


Mrs. Gruberg To Pay $7,171 
To Settle All Claims in Full 


Rubin & Cherry Shows and America’s Model Shows to 
be operated by Rubin & Cherry Exposition, Inc., with 
Rubin Gruberg as general manager—will open on time 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 10.—Payment by Mrs. Annie Gruberg of $7,171.31 
to Hugh Stuart, trustee, :n full settlement of creditors’ claims against Rubin Gru- 
berg, bankrupt, and former head of Rubin & Cherry Shows and Model Shows of 
America, will release the shows for the road this season, it was announced here 
Thursday. The compromise agreement was reached Thursday following a lengthy 
inquiry into assets and transactions of Gruberg prior to the filing of the voluntary 
petition on February 8 in which he listed debts as $276,169 and assets at $450. 


The show equipment was not included 
in the assets, but was listed as having 
been transferred to Max Shapiro, of 
Philadelphia, holder of a first mortgage 
in the amount of %66,000. Testimony 
elicited that Mr. Shapiro purchased the 
first mortgage from a Montgoméry bank 
for $20,000 and in turn assigned the 
equipment to Mrs. Gruberg upon the 
condition she repay the amount ex- 
pended by him within one year. 


A portion of the show property, the 
evidence shows, also was claimed by 
the Spillman Engineering Corporation, 
George H. Kramer and Joseph P. Can- 
non “by reason of certain mortgages, 
leases, constitutional bills of sale or bills 
of sale that the bankrupt therein gave 
sometime before the bankruptcy.” 


It was upon this testimony that 
Judge Malcolm 8S. Carmichael, referee, 
issued a “show cause” order, requiring 
these claimants to appear and recite 
their claims. Appearance was by at- 
torney. 


In petitioning the court to approve the 
settlement arrangement Trustee Hugh 
Stuart stated that “by reason of the 
shortness of the show season and the 
necessity for said shows to be repaired 
and taken out on the road for exhibition 
by the first part of April, it is necessary 
that said compromise be effected at once 
or the value thereof will be lost to said 
Mrs. Annie Gruberg and to your peti- 
tioner.” 

By terms of the agreement Mrs. Gru- 
berg released all claim of equity in 
$71 81 on deposit in the Imperial Bank 
of Toronto, Can., and $400 deposited with 
the Immigration Department of Canada, 
and paid $500 for equity cf the trustee 
in life insurance policies, $1,200 for 
trustee’s claim in a Lincoln automobile 
formerly owned by Gruberg and $5,000 
for trustee’s claim of equity in the show 
equipment. 

In return Mrs. Gruberg, the Spillman 
Engineering Corporation, George H. 
Kramer and Joseph P. Cannon agreed to 
release the bankrupt estate from. all 
claims held by them. 

The trustee further agreed to dismiss 
all litigation pending against the bank- 
rupt and other parties in the proceed- 
ings.

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An Open Letter About Labor 
Mr. Knight’s Nyack Adventure 
Lew Nichols and His Memory 
Tex Sherman Rates Cowboys 
A Skate Show and Big Show

(New York Office) 
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N OPEN Bulletin to the NRA, to 

Circuses and to Anyone Interested: 

I meant to write before, but have 
been busy with other matters pertaining 
to amusement and governmental activi- 
ties. However, as the Circus Code has 
not yet been signed, this is as good a 
time as any to get a couple of things 
off my chest. 


I have become deeply interested in 
common labor. Maybe it’s because I 
consider myself part of the mob. Any- 
way, I’m interested, and assume you are. 
I know a train loader (that’s what they 
call the department in the proposed 
code) on a railroad show who, in 1932, 
received $10.50 in cash every week. In 
1933 this was cut down to $7. Every 
week 50 cents was taken out for in- 
surance and, of course, $10 a month for 
holdback. Under the code I notice that 
this man will receive $4.65 in cash 
weekly, with $10.50 allowed for board, 
lodging and transportation, making a 
total of $15.15. Now let’s take another 
big department, canvasmen. I know a 
canvasman who received $40 cash 
monthly last season or $9.35 weekly. 
After the insurance was taken out he 
was left with $8.85. His total wage was 
really $50, $10 being taken out monthly 
under the holdback system. In 1932 his 
Salary was a little better, by the way. 
Well, under the code this same fellow 
will get $3.50 in cash weekly, with $10.50 
for the three-way allowances, aggregat- 
ing $14. 

Now, let’s consider still another major 
division of circus operation, property 
men. I know a property man who re- 
ceived $45 monthly in 1933, $10 being 
reduced for holdback, leaving %8.65 
weekly. Fifty cents was taken from that 
and he was left with $8.15 in cash for a 
week’s work. Under the NRA this man 
will get $4.65 in cash, $10.50 being lopped 
off under “allowances.” 

One more department and we're thru 
for the time being. I know a man in 
the wardrobe end of things whe came 
in for $30.10 a month last season after 
everything was deducted, giving him 
$6.50 a week. He got a better break in 
1932. The proposed code will get him 
$4.65 in cash or a total of $15.15 after 
“allowances.” Let’s put the whole thing 
on a strictly cash basis and see what 
it boils down to in a statistical chart:

You see, in every case these men get 
better breaks without a code, unless 
there is an intention to change things 
around. This charging up of transporta- 
tion “is really a roundabout way of re- 
ducing pay,” says one of the men. Well, 
don’t you like that logic? 

Tt says under Article III, subject of 
hours, that no employee shall be per- 
mitted to work in excess of 48 hours in 
any one week, except in case of emer- 
gency, in which event, this clause shall 
not apply. Need it be added that this 
“emergency” will exist most all season, 
because, in the case of canvasmen, for 
instance, it’s almost a 24-hour job. 

T am going to quote Paragraph 2 of 
Article VII and then I’m going to quit: 

“This code, except as to the provisions 
required by the act, may be modified on 
the hasis of experience or changes in 
circumstances, such modifications to be 
based upon application to the adminis- 
trator and such notice and hearing as 
he shall specify and to become effective 
on approval the President.”

LTHO Joseph A. Rowan was men-

Mr. Rowan, I take it, considers that the 
lines about him last week in this space 
were harmful in view of the fact that 
Mr. Knight got himself in bad with 
Nyack people, as you will soon see. 


The Nyack firemen planned a society 
circus to raise funds for the purchase 
of uniforms for their drum and bugle 
corps. H. M. Knight was secured to pro- 
mote the affair. For some reason or 
other the circus idea was dropped and 
@ musical revue and vaudeville show 
supplanted it. (I said as much several 
weeks ago, tho I called it a local talent 
show, thus depriving professionals of a 
week’s work. That’s how all the denials 
started in the first place.) Due to ex- 
tremely severe weather the first three 
days were postponed and at the close of 
the week the local newspaper got busy, 
saying that Knight was being sought for 
an explanation concerning the disap- 
pearance of funds and nonpayment of 
bills. “He has left behind him a trail 
of bills for performers’ and orchestra 
players’ pay and for local purchases,” 
said the town’s journal. Knight had 
promised to return after leaving the 
deal flat, but he didn’t return. “The 
show on Thursday was said to have been 
formed only with local talent gathered 
by Knight,” reads the article. A few 
days later the newspaper said that the 
village magistrate signed a warrant for 
Knight in which he is charged with petit 
larceny. 

Promoters who are on the level, and 
there are many, haven't a chance in the 
world to do business in a town which has 
experienced such tactics. The prosecu- 
tion rests.

I 
framed a dandy side show and we got 
the money. 

Speaking about banners, I had the 
Barooty tribe of four people. I con- 
ceived the idea of dressing Joe Barooty 
as @ Cuban soldier and Frank as 2 
Spanish soldier. They put on a sword 
fight. Marrie did a whirling dervish 
with chair in teeth and at the finish of 
the act pulled out the American and 
Cuban flags. They were on a stage in 
the center of the tent. I started the 
show with that act, going into the au- 
dience to tell the folks to cheer the 
Cuban and cheer Marrie when she dis- 
played the flags. You never heard s0 
much noise in all your life. If there was 
a man left on the lot he came in to see 
what it was all about. 

In Eureka, Kan., Charles Ringling 
came in to see the show. I made a 25- 
cent opening and cleaned the lot. About 
1,200 people, I should say. TI will ac- 
knowledge I was swelled up when Mr. 
Charles said: “Lew, that was a good one.” 
Wendt, of Boonton, N. J., used to make 
the photos which the freaks sold. He 
sent my wife some photos of Dewey, 
Schley and Sampson (oh, baby, them 
were the admirals!—Editor), so I said to 
Mr. Charles: “It would be a good idea 
to give them away with concert tickets.” 
I bought them in 50,000 lots. Oh, what 
concerts! Everybody stayed. When 
making the announcement I would say: 
“Everybody buying a concert ticket will

cropping up day by day, these plus such 
other compensations as commercial mo- 
torists may have enjoyed in the past. 
There is no denying the fact troupers 
have suffered:in the past from traffic 
delays, traffic hazards such as grade 
crossings, limited mileage of main high- 
ways, lack of modernized rcads to popu- 
lous and important but somewhat iso- 
lated centers and, as in recent years, 
frem lack of money to te spent by 
farmers and other workers on other than 
absolute necessities. As to all of these 
factors, changes have been and are keing 
brovght about. These changes represent 
the compensations for balancing against 
the adverse factor. They have come 
about largely also from operation of the 
New Deal. Some of them are as foilows: 


Grade separations, bridges of the kind 
to withstand ravages of spring torrents 
and winter snows, among the traffic haz- 
ards, were on Janvary 31 a substantial 
part of the public works highway pro- 
gram made possible thru the administer- 
ing of the 400,000,000 earmarked for 
public works highways by the last Con- 
gress by the Bureau of Public Roads. An 
interesting fact is this fund was divided 
between roads on the Federal-aid high- 
way system (the main roads), extensions 
of main roads thru municipalities and 
secondary or feeder roads. Bridges to 
the number of 2,746 have been or are 
being built at an estimated cost of $37,- 
384,843, these bridges to be 20 feet in 
span, and of these 1,753 are on Fedcral- 
aid roads, 243 On main-route extensions 
and 750 on secondary or feeder roads. 


Grade separations between railroads 
and highways under way on January 31 
totaled 194, with 107 on main roads, 52 
cn extensions and 25 on seconcaries. 
These scparations cost $7,814,524. 


All of this highway work meant natu- 
rally the expenditure of many millions 
of dollars in each of the States, the big- 
gest pert of which went for labor. The 
total of expenditures, by far the bigger 
part of one-half billion dollars, has 
meant much jin quickening the arteries 
of trade and in nee ® possible not 
only for those directly benefited by em- 
ployment and the furnishing of ma- 
terials but also by those with whom they 
spent their money to set anart a share 
of it for recreation. Ficures from the 
Bureau of Public Roads of as late as 
March 3 show tremendous activity con- 
tinuing On highways, and with the peak 
of employment expected to come during 
the spring. These figures show that 
without an exception every State in she 
Union, in addition to the District of Co- 
lumbia, has work advertised for contract 
as well as actually under construction.

While changes as to hours of work 
and minimum wages may come, chances 
are they will not affect commercially 
operated outdoor amusement institu- 
tions. 

All in all, performers in amusement 
lines, musicians and labor may be ex- 
pected to get the first benefits from 
amendments to codes, and with busi- 
ness generally in due time getting its 
benefits. Codes are here to stay, at 
least for a long time in some form, and 
all industry had best make up its mind 
to adjust itself to recovery principles 
and conditions.

Premium Trade 


Has Big Year 


CHICAGO, March 10.—The general 
premium industry, important to the coin 
machine industry because of the wide 
use of prizes with skill games, reports its 
biggest vear’s business for the past year. 

During the business year 1933 the 
premium industry experienced the great- 
est boom in its history, with a 33 per 
cent increase over the preceding year, 
according to figures which were made 
public yesterday by Howard W. Dunk 
secretary of the Manufacturers Merchan- 
dise Advertising Association. The statistics 
of the association which have been com- 
piled for 18 years show 1933 to be the 
biceest vear. Premium merchandise has 
been averaging well «ver $200,000,000 
annually during the last four years, but 
in 1923 an increase of close to $100.000.- 
000.\was reported by members of the as- 
sociation 

“This is an auspicious sign of recovery 
and a bright forecast for 1934," Mr. Dunk 
said. “Obviously, the consumption of 
Premium merchandise can only increase 
because of a great increase in the buying 
of consumer products with which pre- 
miums are used.

Candy Pays Big Revenue 


WASHINGTON, March 10. — Excise 
taxes paid by the confectionery industry 
during the month cf January were con- 
siderably ahead of January, 1933, reports 
by the internal rerenue department in- 
dicate. This reflected an increased vol- 
ume of candy sales in many parts of 
the country during January as compared 
with a year ago. Reports were not avail- 
able to determine whether operators of 
candy and guin vending machines had 
shared in the increased trade. 

The bureau reported that excise taxes 
for chewing gum trade fell off sub- 
stantially, altho the combined levy still 
had an advantage over the previous Jan- 
uary. Candy taxes in January, 1933, 
Were $472,783.60; chewing gum paid 
$24,333.14. 


Gum Official Is Dead 


NEW YORK, March 10.—The Confec- 
tionery and Ice Cream World reports 
that Stephen T. Britten, vice-president 
of the American Chicle Company, of 
Long Island City, N. Y., leading chewing 
gum manufacturer, died yesterday at 
the Burlingame Nursing Home after @ 
lingering illness. He was 74 years old. 
Mr. Britten first became ill about a year 
ago when he was brought to the local 
sanitarium. 

Born in Birmingham, England, he 
came to this country 50 years ago and 
was the founder of the Canadian Chicle 
Company, which was later amalgamated 
with the American Chicle Company. 
Several years ago he accomplished a re- 
organization of the latter concern. A 
widow and a son survive him. 


Opens Mid-Town Branch 


NEW YORK, March 10—The Mid- 
Town New York Vending Company, 20 
West 17th street, is the latest one 
to the already large jobbing family in 
New York.

Favor Manufacturers’ Tax 


MILWAUKEE, March 10.—Wisconsin 
organized manufacturers in their recent 
annual convention here went on record 
as favoring the national manufacturers’ 
sales tax movement. Otto H. Falk, pres- 
ident of Allis-Chalmérs Manufacturing 
Company and former president of the 
Wisconsin Manufacturers’ Association, 
voiced an opinion that “sales taxes must 
come.” 


Cigaret Tax May 
Be Cut Lower 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—An echo of 
repeal was heard here recently which 
may bring encouragement to operators 
of cigaret and cigar vending machines. 
Representative Fred M. Vinson, Ken- 
tucky, chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, stated his own views that 
the tobacco industry should get a lower- 
ing of taxes now that repeal had brought 
another source of revenue to the govern- 
ment. A fairer distribution of taxes 
should be brought about, he said. 


The question of revision of the in- 
ternal revenue taxes on tobacco will 
come up for a public hearing in Wash- 
ington beginning on March 12. 

is expected that the tobacco in- 
dustry will present a united front for 
the downward revision of taxes. Some 
division is expected, however, on the pro- 
posal for a graduated tax on cigarets ac- 
cording to the intended retail price. 
Manufacturers interested in the 10-cent 
packages have advanced this idea. The 
bulk of the manufacturers went on rec- 
ord 3s opposed to this plan at a meeting 
in New York a few weeks ago. The new 
12-inch cigaret recently introduced by 
Acton-Pisher, of Louisville, may come up 
for discussion also during the hearings. 

A number of bills have already been 
introduced for reducing the tax on 
tobacco products and the general ex- 
pectation is that the movement will be 

successful. The nal hearing is 
open to all who are interested in the 
tobacco business.

Candy Trade Perks Up, 
Ready for Holiday 


NEW YORK, March 10.—Candy manu- 
facturers and dealers are fast getting in- 
to line for the Easter trade. Operators 
of vending machines have been able to 
capitalize on holiday spirit in a small 
way by utilizing the advertising space 
on many types of candy venders, by us- 
ing a special brand of candy, and in 
some places by the offer of prizes. 

Summing up the general candy pros- 
pects for Easter, “the approach of the 
second largest candy season of the year 
around the Easter holidays finds candy 
manufacturers Operating at higher 
schedules, says The New York Journel 
of Commerce. 

Business has been very satisfactory all 
winter, they say, mainly because strenu- 
ous efforts have been made to keep 
prices from advancing too sharply. In 
view of definite indications that con- 
sumers will resist all but the most grad- 
ual of price advances, this policy will be 
continued in the near future. 

However, with raw material prices ris- 
ing and a further increase in labor costs 
to be anticipated, the point may be 
reached sooner than is now expected 
where @ material upward revision of 
prices can no longer be avoided. When 
this happens prospects are that candy 
manufacturers, at least during a period 
of adjustment, may find their business 
shifting further to home candy makers.

In the discussion of tax matters In 
Senate and House from time to time 
the fact has been brought out that the 
number of States resorting to the —_ 
cation of sales taxes of various types is 
steadily increasing, and these, in many 
cases, duplicate Federal levies. 

This is particularly true in the case 
of tobacco products, theater admissions 
and gasoline. The situation has caused 
a@ great deal of apprehension on the 
pert of the legislators, leading to a spe- 
cial survey being made by the Vinson 
subcommittee of the House Ways and 
Means Committee of double taxation, 
Federal and State. 


Thirty Groups on Trip 
To Oppose Sales Tax 


NEW YORK, March 10.—Thirty State 
and national organizations were rep- 
resented in widespread plans for a 
delegation to Albany to protest against 
the proposed 2 per cent State sales tax. 
No organization in the coin-machine 
industry was listed in this group. The 
movement against the sales tax is armed 
with logic and statistics gathered from 
many sources, even quoting President 
Roosevelt on the purchasing power of 
those whose earnings are below $2,000. 

Retail merchants, whose stores pro- 
vide the bulk of coin-machine locations, 
are enlisted almost solidly against the 
sales tax bill. The chief argument being 
used is that the burden of the sales tax 
falls upon those people of small incomes. 
In practically every interpretation, sales 
tax laws have been decided to apply to 
merchandising machines. The tax is not 
objectionable to operators because of 
the amount, but it involves keeping de- 
tailed 


records and also making reports.

Tariff Program Will Open 
Way for Machine Exports 


Political fight expected on 


old tariff question—modern 


conditions demand quick action in foreign trade field— 
coin-machine trade will benefit by tariff reform 
° 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—With the administration’s tariff program already 
introduced in the Senate and to be introduced in the House early next week, many 
interesting political developments are expected. Many regard the bill to give the 
President power to decide tariff rates as a signal for a concerted attack by all the 
opponents of the New Deal. The tariff question is also known to be the biggest 
political football in our national history and hence will offer opportunities for 
much political spellbinding. Back of the scenes, it is known by all conservative 


thinkers that about the only way out 
of a serious dilemma is to grant the 
President power to make reciprocal 
tariff rates with other countries. Nearly 
all foreign nations have a central power 
at present which can act quickly on 
tariff rates, a power which is being used 
constantly against the United States in 
many quarters. If the United States fol- 
lows its usual tariff policy, it requires 
from six months to a year to get a 
change in any tariff rate. A member of 
the coin-machine trade in Paris who 
visited the United States last summer 
said that decisions on tariff rates could 
be made in France one day and be fully 
in force at all ports the next day. 

It is also well known that if recovery 
is to continue the United States will be 
compelled to take very aggressive steps 
to build up its trade with foreign na- 
tions. If the President is given power 
to make bargains with foreign countries 
it will mean that our industries will be 
surveyed to discover those products that

While the coin-machine industry is a 
very small industry, practically every 
foreign country is a potential market for 
these devices where coin chutes can be 
adjusted to the coinage systems of the 
various countries. Germany and Spain 
are the only two nations that have taken 
Official action to keep out American- 
made coin machines. 


Give President 


Tariff Powers 


Manufacturers of coin machines may 
well watch the efforts of the Administra- 
tion to put the tariff question in the 
hands of President Roosevelt. Under 
Roosevelt’s money policy, the exports of 
coin machines have grown very favor- 
ably so that a number of firms are doing 
@ creditable business overseas. Under 
the President’s tariff policy the coin 
machine trade may expect even more 
favorable developments, if the President 
is given the powers requested. 

If the President is given tariff powers, 
then trade associations will have a better 
opportunity to seek foréign trade markets 


y for an entire industry. The National 


Association of Coin-Operated Machine 
Manufacturers is the organization in our 
industry at the present time best 
equipped to undertake an expansion pro- 
gram for foreign sales, if and when the 
President’s tariff policy becomes effective. 
The trade can rest assured that C. 8S. 
Darling, secretary of the Code Authority 
and of the association, will be fully 
alive to any opportunities that may be 
open to manufacturers thru changes in 
the tariff policy of the government. 

The real opposition to giving the 
President control of the tariff is rooted 
in political prejudices; but under present 
conditions there is not much left to do 
except to give the President the power 
he requests. The coin machine manu- 
facting industry should be able to profit 
considerably by putting tariff powers in 
the President’s hands, 


France Approves a Plan 
To Help American Trade 


WASHINGTON, Marth 10.— 
from Paris say that the French chamber 
of deputies has approved a bill which 
will empower the government to lower 
the tax on semi-finished and finished 
products from 4 and 6 per cent to 2 
per cent. American copper was given 
special benefit. 

A delegation of exporters urged the

Austrians Visit 
American Trade 


CHICAGO, March 10—An Austrian 
trade delegation appointed by Chancellor 
Dolfuss is in the United States on a 
month’s tour and spent three days this 
week in Chicago. The visit of the dele- 
gation came as a result of an appeal by 
the United States minister to Vienna 
who suggested that such a delegation 
come to the United States to observe and 
also to talk with officials and business 
men. Some prominent Austrian business 
leaders are in the delegation. 

They state frankly that they are seek- 
ing buyers for Austrian goods since at 
the present time the balance of trade 
between the twoountries is about 3 to 1 
in favor of America. “The great war 
was over 15 years ago,” read a statement 
from the delegation, “but there still per- 
sists the same spirit of economical war 
that ruined world trade. Only under- 
standing and friendly co-operation can 
bring about a change and establish the 
basis for a new era of prosperity.”

Foreign trade will 
be increased most successfully by entire 
groups or trades acting together in Se- 
curing government co-operaticn to place 
their goods on foreign markets, it is 
said.

It means that we shall buy 
abroad and we shall sell goods to foreign 
covntries, but there must be a realistic 
approach.

bring about a revival of inte: national 
trade we can depend no longer on indi- 
viduals. The risks, for exemple, in the 
fluctvation of the dollar and the pound 
and the franc make international trad- 
ing and the extension of credits a dif- 
ficvlt process. Governments, however, 
acting in behalf of groups of their na- 
tionals can protect against many such 
contingencies and prevent also the de- 
Moralization that comes when nationals 
approach the red tape of foreign 
bureaucracies. Uncle Sam becomes a 
real salesman when he undertakes the 
TespcNnsibility of acting as the aggressive 
agent for large groups of our producers. 

“The power to negotiate tariff agree- 
ments and trade quotas on @ reciprocity 
basis will be granted to the President by 
Congress. It will involve extended de- 
bate. But in the end the practical 
Situation which faces the President 
must be recognized. Our rigid system 
of dealing with tariffs puts American 
trade at the constant mercy of flexible 
governments abroad. The very fact that 
it requires an act of Congress to change 
@ tariff rate is taken advantage of by 
foreign governments in their dealings 
with us. They can modify a tariff over- 
night. We must have the same weapons 
of offense and defense.”

Chance Impulse 


Is Discussed 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—The Roose- 
velt Administration has under way defi- 
nite plans for regulating the stock and 
frain exchanges. In the discussions on 
this subject, the psychology of the 
“gambling impulse” was discussed in 
committee circles and mention was made 
of the possibility of legalizing some form 
of gambling under government super- 
Vision as a means of cutting down 
gambling on the exchanges. 


According to the Associated Press. the 
committee, which recommended federal 
Supervision of the stock exchanges, as- 
6erted excessive speculation is “undoubt- 
edly” the principal evil connected with 
the stock exchange. 

Mention was made of the potential 
Value of other less economically signifi- 
cant outlets for gambling, for “which 
the average man has an inherent instinct 
in some form or other.” 


One member of the committee said 
Privately that thoro and _ successful 
market regulation would require serious 
consideration of legalizing some form 
of federally supervised gambling. 


“No method of combating gambling 
has ever been completely successful,” the 
committee said. “If abolished in one 
form, it seems always to crop up in 
another. In America, the man of average 
income has perhaps turned to the stock 
exchange because of the prohibition of 
various forms of gambling. 


“If the speculative tendencies of our 
people could be turned into other chan- 
nels, this instinct might be satisfied 
without the far-reaching economic con- 

ences which come from widespread 
Public speculation in the market.” 

Excessive speculation in stocks, it was 
pointed cut, may send prices artificially 
higher or lower, and unreasonably high 
pricer often mean a sharp collapse which 
damages the little man since “there is 
no way to protect” those who seek @ 
gambling profit.

Council Votes 
Small License 


LOS ANGELES, March 10.—By a vote 
of 12 to 1 the Los Angeles city council 
last week passed a license ordinance 
placing an annual fee of $1 on small 
machines, $2 On penny pin-marble 
games and $3 on 65-cent pin-marble 
games.

These official copies must be posted 
ccnspicuously in each shop, establish- 
ee Phage aetna unit in which the ap- 
plican engaged in rations sub 
to the code. rt: ™ 

. The Code Authority of the Coin-Op- 
erated Machine Manufacturing Industry 
is freparing official copics of the labor 
provisions for such distribution, end 
manufacturers of coin-operated ma- 
chines may apply for these by addressing 
the secretary of the Code Authority of 
the Coin-Operated Machine Manufac- 
turing Industry, 1608 Milwaukee avenue, 
Chicego. Mr. Darling poirits out that 
these official copies of the labor pro- 
visions are not the same as the com- 
plete copies of the code which were pre- 
pared for posting and mailed to some 
manufacturers early in March. 

President Roosevelt’s executive order 
authorizing General Johnson to pre- 
scribe these rules and regulations for 
posting of labor provisions includes the 
following parazraph* 

“All persons are hereby informed that

ment industries, states he believes there 
is & general need for the type of crane 
which he now has. There is no doubt 
that to meet conditions everywhere cer- 
tain features had to be added to tha 
crane which would gain the favor of 
local bodies and also it was necessary to 
greatly beautify the machine to meet 
the general demand for more beautiful 
and finer precision construction which 
the industry is generally demanding. 
Another machine which attracted 
great attention was the Shoot-o-Matic, 
also shown at the CMMA convention for 
the first time and was another surprise 
machine of the International Mutoscope 
Reel Company, Inc. - This machine em- 
bodies the use of a gun, plus a revolving 
turntable, carrying many different nov- 
elty items which are gained by absolute 
skill shooting. This new thought in 
large coin machines is the game of the 


future, since it embodies the use of 
absolute to get the object. There is 
no luck or Chance in this machine. The 


player must be able to shoot and his 
eyes must not deceive him when he is 
using the gun 

Both the ‘Shoot-o-Matic and the 
Champion Crane are keeping the Inter- 
national factory working at top speed 
with increased help. The only trouble 
they are having to speed production, Bill 
Rabkin tells us, is that as far as the 
manufacture of his equipment is con- 
cerned he must have unusually skilled 
labor and that he can’t just take anyone 
into the factory and teach him the 
necessary work in short order. Because 
skilled labor is so necessary the produc- 
tion process is much slower when com- 
pared to the manufacture of other 
equipment in the coin-machine in- 
dustry. 

The International factory builds every 
single part of the machine itself. The 
cabinets are made right in the factory, 
as well as all the metal parts, including 
the general trimmings. The mass pro- 
duction principle is used wherein each 
individual hes his own job to complete 
and add to tlie assembly until the end 
of the line is reached, where the final 
touches are placed on the machine prior 
to the final inspection tests and the 
finished packing process, 

International also constructs an ad- 
vertising movie machine which is built 
cn an entirely different system and 
which was used as part of the display 
at its booths at the CMMA convention 
in Chicago. This machine is one of 
the most remarkable of its kind con- 
structed and it is stated that when 
ready for production is bound to bring 
about @® new era in display merchaz- 
dising. 

The Hobby Horse, which created a 
great deal of comment at Chicago and

Hobby Horse will actually have a stable, 
saddle and even rails to go with it.
